Purchase of riee and wheat, ' 

1 # MR. C. JEBAMONY NADAR (Kalkulam cam Vilavankody. Will 
the Government be pleased to state-whether they or itheir agents 
examine the quality and condition of wheat and rice which are being 
purchased from outside for local consumption ? 

Mr. K. R. NARAYANA AIYAR (Additional Secretary to Government) ■ 
Yes; either through Government Officials specially appointed for the 
purpose or through recognised agents,

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Mb. C. JEBAMONY NADAR : Do th« recognized agents exercise 
their right in regard to this matter ? 

Mb. K. R. NARAYANA AIYAR : Yes, 

Mr. KANNANTHODATH JANARDANAN NAIR {Kanmagapalli cum 
Kartikapalli) : May 1 know whether the quality of wheat that ia now 
supplied ia good ? 

. Mr. K. R. NARAYANA AIYAR : All possible arrangements have been 
made for the supply of foodgrains of good quality. 

Mr. M. R. NARAYANA PILLAI (Tiruvalla): May I know why 
wheat is sold at a higher rate through Government agencies than the 
rate obtaining in the market? 

PRESIDENT : Order, order. 1 have times without number en¬ 
treated the honourable members of this House and the public when¬ 
ever such a thing has occurred to bring that to the notice of the 
Government. If, for instance, I had got intimation that wheat was 
being sold by Government at a higher rate than the market rate, steps 
could have been taken within 24 hours to enquire into the matter. 

I cannot understand why this information should be reserved and 
bottled up and brought to the House now. If honourable members 
want a relief, the best way to proceed is to bring their complaints to 
the notice of the Government as soon as possible. 

In this connection I may also say that Government are painfully 
aware that certain supplies have been atrociously bad. 'As' a matter of 
faot, there was a supply of wheat flour which came in such a condition 
that I placed it before General Hance, Director-General of the Indian 
Medical Service who came here on a visit and asked him whether he 
would be able to consume that flour. I said so in “a meeting and 
I threatened to give him a dinner made out of that wheat flour. 
General Hance has taken that wheat flour to Delhi and has promised 
to look into the matter. Similar supplies have come up here and we 
have protested. We have sometimes declined to pay or have asked 
for compensation in regard to those supplies. But honourable members 
know very well the system under which the various local Governments 
are working. One Government has entrusted all its supplies, procure¬ 
ment and distribution to a particular firm. Another Government has 
appointed a syndicate for the purpose as well as a firm. A third 
Government has appointed a well known firm of European Produce 
Merchants for the purpose of both buying and selling, and it is from 
such Governments that we are getting our supplies. The responsibility 
is therefore not of the Governments’ but of the agencies which they 
employ. Thus, if we send a complaint to a particular Government, 
that complaint goes up to Delhi and then comeB back to that Govern¬ 
ment ; the Government then asks its agents and the agents send up 
their reply which is received by us probably after the matter has ceased 
to be of any live interest to anybody; We are making very desperate 
attempts to see that the allotted quantities are at least edible. But 
we are beggars and cannot be choosers. We need edible stuff and unless 
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the Government of India sends us that stuff we shall indeed find it 
rather difficult to get over our present situation. And we have impress¬ 
ed on the Government of India that the foodstuffs are intended for our 
immediate local consumption and not for any other purpose, and I'think 
that the idea is now weighing with the Government of India. 

Purchase of Bice from Sind, Baluchistan and 
the Punjab. 

M. R. NARAYANA P1LLAI : Will the Government be pleased 
to state whether any Stale Bice Officer was deputed for the purchase 
of rice in Sind, Baluchistan or the Punjab as at Tanjore ? 

Mr. K. R. NARAYANA AlYAR : Yes; in Sind and in the Punjab. 

MR. M, R. NARAYANA PILLAI; May I know the names of the 
officers so appointed? 

MR. K. R. NARAYANA AlYAR ; Mr. Mohammed Sahib was sent to 
Sind and Mr. Ohandrasekharan was on duty in the Punjab. 

Mr. M. R. NARAYANA PILLAI: Was there any separate State repre¬ 
sentative in the Punjab while Mr. Bangaswami Aiyangar was on duty 
in Tanjore ? 

Mr. K.R. NARAYANA AlYAR : Mr. Ohandrasekharan was represent¬ 
ing both Cochin and Travancore in the Punjab. 

Rice Mills. 

NARAYANA PILLAI : Will the Government be pleased 
to state the reason for prohibiting the operation of rice mills in 
Travancore ? 

Mr, K. R. NARAYANA AlYAR : The attention of the honourable 
member is invited to the Press Note dated 2nd February 1943 issued 
by the Government on the subject. 

MR. M. R. NARAYANA PILLAI; May I know whether the honoura¬ 
ble member refers to the Press Note dated 1st February, 1943 in this 
connection ? 

Mr. K. R. NARAYANA AlYAR : No, Sir. It is an entirely different 
Press Note, which gives categorical reasons why the rice mills were 
closed down.

PRESIDENT : We are convinced that if it comes to any Sadkus, 
it will go back to Non-Sadhus (Laughter). 

MR, KANNANTHODATH JANAROANAN NAIR : Do those applications 
include any member of this Legislature also ? 

PRESIDENT: Order, order. I do not think that is a fair question. 
In the matter of applications for themselves or for their friends 
or relations asking for registries of lands or any other concessions, 
members of the Legislature are as much members of the public. They 
are, no doubt, bound to exercise a certain amount of restraint in asking 
for favour, but if they are entitled to a request that request will not te 
turned down solely because they are members of the HouBe, though of 
course members of the House will bear all these things in mind when 
making those requests. 

Raising the embankment at Kannankuzhi, 

5. ^Ms. M. R. NARAYANA PILLAI): Will the Government be 
pleased to state the causes delaying the commencement of the work 
of raising the embankment at Kannankuzhi (Tiruvalla-Mavelikara 
road) and of improving the Kidangannoor section of the Pandalam- 
Aranmula road in spite of the express provision of funds for these 
works in the budget estimates for 1119 and the undertaking given by 
the Chief Engineer that the work would be completed before the floods 
in 1119 ? 

Mr. I. C. GHACKO (Chief Engineer, Roads , Irrigation and 
Miscellaneous ): The delay is due to the time required for the investi¬ 
gation of the flood levels and irrigation requirements of the adjoining 
paddy fields before preparing the estimates for raising the Rannan- 
knzhi embankment and the difficulty in settling the contract arrange¬ 
ments, on account of the present day abnormal conditions for improving 
the Kidangannoor section of Pandalam-Aranmula road.

Mr. M. R. NARAYANA PILLAI : May I know from the Chief En¬ 
gineer whether there is any provision for raising the Kannankuzhi 
embankment in the Budget of 1119 ? 

MR. I. C. CHACKO: Yes. 

Mu. M. R. NARAYANA PILLAI : Then, how is it that the work is 
being delayed ? 

MR. I. C. CHACKO : The estimate has got to be sanctioned by Grov- 
ernmant. 


MR. M. R. NARAYANA PILLAI: Did not the Chief Engineer make 
a promise on the floor of the House that this work would be ooinpletod 
before 1119 M. a. ? 

MR. I. C. CHACKO: X said that I would try my beat to proceed with 
the work, 

MR. M. R. NARAYANA PILLAI: With regard to improving the Ki- 
dangannoor section of Pandalam-Aramnula road, may I know whether 
there is not an express provision of Es. 1,000 in the Budget for 1119 ? 

MR. I. C. CHACKO : Yes. 

Mr. M. R. NARAYANA PILLAI: Then, how is it that the work is 
being delayed ? 

MR. I. C. CHACKO: Tenders have been invited for the work and 
Will be settled shortly. 

• Mr. KOTTALIL P. ABRAHAM (Muoaitupuzha cum Deoicolan) : May 
.. I know whether Government will be pleased to take steps for comple¬ 
ting the investigations relating to flood levels and irrigation require¬ 
ments ? 

MR. I. C. CHACKO : That has already been answered. 

IHoe purchased from outside. 

6. ^Mfl. KOTTALIL P. ABRAHAM : Will the Government be pleased 
to state whether in the rice which they purchased from outside the 
State and which they sell under their control within the State there is 
ft considerable measure of loose bran, husk, mud and pebbles ? 

Ml. K, R. NARAYANA AIYAR : No ; except in rare cases. 

Distribution of Food Materials, 

1. &Mr. KOTTALIL P. ABRAHAM : Will the Government be pleased 
to state whether in the procurement and distribution of food materials 
they are incurring any monetary loss or having any pecuniary gain or 
managing without either loss or profit ? 

MR. K. R. NARAYANA AIYAR : Procurement and distribution of food 
grains are not undertaken by Government with a view to earn profit. 
The position can be stated only after the transactions .relating to pro¬ 
curement and distribution are finally Wound tip. 

Co-operation from the members of the Legislature. 

8 . ^ Mr. KOTTALIL P. ABRAHAM : Will the Government be pleased 
to state whether they are not having cordial co-operation from the 
members of the Legislature in response to their call for the procure¬ 
ment and distribution, gf. food materials ? 
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MB. K. R. NARAYANA AIYAR : Government are obtaining more 
co-operation from certain members' of the Legislature than from others 
but they have found no unwillingness to co-operate on the part of any 
member. 

MB. KANNANTHQDATH JANARDHANAN NAIR : May I know, how many 
Taluk Committees are at present functioning in- Travanoore for the 
purpose of distribution of food materials ? 

Mb. K: R. NARAYANA AIYAR : Sir, that question does not arise out 
of this. 

MB. KANNANTHODATH JANARDANAN NAIR; Sir, the question is 
whether the co-operation of the members of the Legislature was sought 
in the distribution of food materials and my point now is, even though 
there are Taluk Committees, and even though there are members of 
the Legislature as members of the Committee in respective places—I 
myself am a member—I was not invited for any meeting of the Taluk 
Committee. Hence my question. If that is the state of affairs, how 
can we co-operate ? 

Mr. K. R. NARAYANA AIYAR : Sir, cp-opel'ation of non-officials 
has been sought for the purpose of distribution of food grains.. I 
know there are definite instances where the non-officials have come 
forward with their constructive aid- 

PRESIDENT : Will the honourable member verify the allegation, of 
Mr. Janardanan Nair that although he is a functionary of the Taluk 
Committee, he was not invited to participate in any of the meetings? 
If, after verification, it is found to be so, then it reveals a serious state 
of things. Hither that Taluk committee has not met at all, or having 
met has avoided Mr. Janardsman Nair which again is equally serious 
or he had not got notice of the meeting and so t forth. Will the hon¬ 
ourable member please verify all that ? 

Mb. K. R. NAftAYANA AIYAR : Yes, Sir. 

Mb. N. NARAYANA KURUP (Ambalajimha cum Shertulla ): May I 
know from the member whether Taluk Committees are being worked 
in every taluk ? 

MB. K. R. NARAYANA AIYAR : Yes, they are. I know they are 
Working satisfactorily in certain taluks. 

Mr. N. NARAYANA KURUR: Sir, as far as I know, I am not awam 
of a committee having functioned in Alleppey for the past 5 months. 

MR, K. R. NARAYANA AIYAR : The non-functioning of Taluk Com¬ 
mittees was brought to the notiee of the Hood Advisory Committee 
which met a few days ago. As a result Government have passed strin¬ 
gent orders to the effect that there should be at least one meeting con¬ 
vened every month and the proceedings of that meeting forwarded to 
Government. 

MR. N, NARAYANA KURUP : May I know whether Government 
have taken any action against officers who have not regularly followed 
the instructions of Government issued on the subject ?. .... 
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Mr. K. R, NARAYANA A1YAR : After the meeting of the last Food 
Advisory Committee, orders have been issued for the functioning of 
Taluk Committees at least onec a month. 

MR. N, NARAYANA KlIRUP: May I know when was such an order 
issued ? 

MR. K. R. NARAYANA AIYAR : About two weeks ago. 

MR. E. P. VARGHESE (Ambalapuzha cum She.rtalla) ; May I know, 
what about the taluk committee meeting at Shertalai ? 

MR. K. R. NARAYANA AIYAR: The honourable member knows it 
very well. 

MR. E. P. VARGHESE : May I know whether the Government have 
any information about the convening of meetings at least once a month 
in that place ? 

MR. K. R. NARAYANA AIYAR : Government have passed stringent 
orders to the functioning of these committees at least once every 
month. 

. PRE81DENT: I do not think that is sufficient. As honourable 
members have told me, there is lurid light in the manner in which 
these committees are functioning. I expect that officers of Govern¬ 
ment will exercise more care on the matter and see that Government 
orders are carried out. 


Average tax. 

0. SfclMR. C. JEBAMONY NADAR: Will the Government be pleased 
to state the average land tax including water cess per acre of paddy 
land in each of the taluks ? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G, PARAMESWARAN PILLAI: The information 
will be collected. 

Mr. C. JEBAMONY NADAR : Am X to take [it that the Government 
have not so far collected this information 'i 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAI: Information has 
to be collected in certain instances. The nature of the question is such 
that information has to be collected in the first instance. 

Mr. C. JEBAMONY NADAR : Am I to take it that Government have 
•fixed the price of paddy without taking into consideration the tax in' 
different localities ? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAI: Settlement pattern 
is available with reference to each survey number and holding and the 
average land tax per acre cannot he ascertained without further 
elaborate calculations. 


quality of Milled Bice. 

10. ^Mr. M. R. NARAYANA PILLAI : Will the Government be pleased 
to state whether they have discovered any appreciable difference bet¬ 
ween rice milled in Travaneore and rice milled outBide Travancore 5 > 
Mr. K.R. NARAYANA AIYAR: No rice is milled in Travancore 
and hence a comparison is not possible, 
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Mr. M, R, NARAYANA PILLAI: May I know whether the imported 
rice from outside which we now use is milled rice ? 

MR. K. fl. NARAYANA AlYAR : Generally it is. 

Mr. M. R. NARAYANA PILLAI: Is there any difference between rice 
milled in Travancore and that got from outside which we now use for 
our consumption ? 

MR, K. R. NARAYANA AIYaR : The answer is there. No rice is 
milled in Travancore. 

MR, M. R. NARAYANA PILLAI: Was there any rice milled in Travan¬ 
core at any time ? 

MR, K. R NARAYANA AlYAR : Some months ago before the mills 
Were elosed, we were having such rice. 

Mr. M. R. NARAYANA PILLAI: Then why is it there is difference in 
rice milled before the mills were closed down and those which we get 
now ? 

MR. K. R. NARAYANA AlYAR : That depends on a number of factors, 

PRESIDENT : What is the point, of the honourable member ? 

MR. M. R. NARAYANA PILLAI : We have stopped the working of 
mills in Travancore whereas we are continuing to" get milled rice from 
outside. The working of mills in Travancore was stopped for certain 
reasons and those are still existing. When such is tlie case we conti¬ 
nue to get milled rice from outside Travancore. Why should we go 
in for such things, I fail to see. 

PRESIDENT : The honourable members who hava cared to look 
into the speech delivered by me at Delhi at the last Pood Conference 
would have realised that I pleaded that all rice mills should be stopped 
throughout India. I knew that it was a great step which I wanted the 
Government of India to adopt. Subsequent ■ to that, I have learnt that 
a large number of rice mills having been newly erected in certain 
parts of India. But we cannot possibly interfere with the arrange¬ 
ments made by other Provinces or States. We are in such a position. 
Whether it is milled rice or powdered rice or flour or anything that is 
called rice or no rice, we have to take it if the Government of India 
sends it. That is our plight. 

I will presently show from the letters received from the Govern* 
meat of India that we are going to get barley from the Persian Gulf 
very shortly. Nobody here has ever known what barley is and we do 
not know how to make preparations with it. Supposing this Govern¬ 
ment were to say, ‘ we do not want barley from the Persian Gulf’ 
which comes to 600 tons or so out of a total of 12,000 tons of grains and 
which supply comes in the form of a substitute for food, the Govern¬ 
ment of India will not send rice beyond what they have promised, 
which comes to only a third of what we require. Therefore the Gov- 
ernments of Travancore and Cochin are driven to this extreme, viz., to 
accept whatever is offered by the Government of India in the name 
of “foodstuff”. We are of course paying 50 to 70% more than we 
pay for rice produced here. At such a huge cost we get foodstuffs 
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which cannot be eaten by most people in the country. That is the 
position to-day and in the course of-- the remarks which I propose to 
make, I am going to suggest certain steps which have to be taken by 
us. I may also thank the Go\ eminent of India for having started a 
scheme of price control at least now and for the good results that have 
been brought about by such a step. 

In answer to what was said by an honourable member I may say at 
once that the working of rice mills in Travancore is a matter of 
domestic administration. This Government came to the conclusion 
that in Travancore, hand-pounding will employ a large number ofjpeo- 
ple and will remunerate a certain number of women in their houses- 
They also came to the conclusion that whatever other parts of India 
may or may not do, in Travancore not only now, but so long as I have 
anything to do with its administration at no time will rice mills be 
re-established. 

MR. M. R. NARAYANA PILLA! : My point was not that rice mills 
should be re-established. When we are getting only defective rice which 
have no nutritive value, we have necessarily to ponder over the re- 
. opening of the mills. 

PRESIDENT : That you get rice, at all now is a miracle. It is not 
a question of defective rice either. You will notice from the letlers 
received from the Government of India that we are getting discontented 
unnecessarily and that we have not taken any steps to switch on the 
people of Travancore from rice to barley, bajra, jowar and so-forth and 
that we have not sufficiently exhorted our people to use those grains 
and to popularise the method oficooking them.. The real trouble is 
that the Government of India are not in a position to give more rice. 

Settlement A attorn. 

11. #Mr. C. JEBAMONY NADAR : Will the Government be pleased 
to state ihe average settlement pattom per acre of paddy land in each 
of the taluks ? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAI The time and 
labour required for collecting tbis information is out of all proportion 
to its possible utility. 

Mr. M. SIVATHANU PILLAI (Tovala cum Agastisvaram) : Sir, may 
I know whether the Government have issued any instructions to the 
officers of the Taluks of Tovala and Agasteswaram laying down the 
equivalent in terms of para measure as is found in Settlement records? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAI : . The equivalent 
in terms of our standard para has been furnished to those officers. 

Mr- M. SIVATHANU PILLAI: May I know what definitely is that 
equivalent in terms of Nanjinad Kotta ? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAI •. As to the terms on 
which the Tahsildars collect paddy, I would like to have, the informa¬ 
tion coll.-cted from the Talnk offices concerned. 

MR. M. SIVATHANU PILLAI : I do not quite catch the member, Sir, 

Tol. XX.IIJ, No. 1. 
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RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAI: As to the measure 
in respect of which paddy has been collected, I would get the informa¬ 
tion from the Taluk offices referred to by the member. 

Mr. M. SiVATHANU PILLAI: May I know whether the Government 
have issued any instructions on this subject? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAI: The rate fixed 
by Government is about 9 and odd standard paras per Nanjinad kotta 
for purpose of purchase of paddy. 

MU. M. SIVATHANU PILLAI: May I know the basis on which that 
equivalent was arrived at ? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAI : That was based 
on the settlement report. 

Mr- M. SIVATHANU PILLAI: May I know whether that was not 
cancelled as a result of discussion? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAI : Not for this pur¬ 
pose It was modified for the purpose of commutation of tax. 

MR. M. SIVATHANU PILLAI : May I know the basis on which the 
Settlement Pattom was fixed at 9 paras of standard measure? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAI : I have already 
said that it was arrived at the time of the Settlement. 

Mr. M. SIVATHANU PILLAI: May I know whether that arrange¬ 
ment was not cancelled for this purpose as well ? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAI; The modification 
does not relate to the collection of paddy. 

MR. M. SIVATHANU PILLAI; Then may I know whether this pur¬ 
pose is different from the calculation relating to the collection of 
paddy ? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAI: Yes. 

Mr. M. SIVATHANU PILLAI: May I know in what way ? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAI : There is the 
difference I have already pointed out. 

Mr; M. SIVATHANU PILLAI • May 1 know the basis for the difference? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAI: The equivalent 
in terms of standard para for a Nanjinad kotta as fixed at the settle¬ 
ment was slightly modified for the purpose of commutation of tax from 
kind into money. So far as collection of paddy is concerned for our 
present purpose, there is the yield and the assessment at the time of 
the Settlement which is termed the Settlement Pattom. Certain rules 
have been laid down by the Settlement Officer as a consequence of 
which the party concerned has to pay to Government in proportion to 
the yield secured per acre. The whole question was discussed at the 
Pood Advisory Committee and the rate fixed was found to be very fair. 
Further, the point referred to by the member is not of practical im¬ 
portance, for, purchase of paddy is effected in accordance with the 
standard para measure and the sale price is paid at the rate of stan¬ 
dard para.

Before the House resumes the other 
business before it, it b my duty to bring to the notice of this honoura¬ 
ble House that after the date when the House adjourned on the last 
occasion, the country has sustained a great loss in the demise of His 
Highness the late Maharaja of Cochin. 

He was a very learned, a very constitutional and a very firm- 
minded ruler. He was always filled with the idea of doing the best 
that he could for the benefit and advantage of the subjects entrusted 
to his care by providence. A great deal has been stated and stated 
legitimately and rightly elsewhere on the Services he rendered and thS 
confidence of the people he enjoyed. But speaking today, in Tt'avan- 
core, it is our primary and elementary duty to realise that the late 
ruler of Cochin was foremost in trying to implement the idea of close ■ 
and continuous co-operation in matters, large and small, administrative 
and otherwise, between Travancore and Cochin. And if, to-day, 
Travancore and Cochin have not experienced the same troubles and 
suffering to the same aggravated extent as other provinces and other 
localities have suffered, it is not to a small extent due to that spirit of 
comradeship and co-operation manifested by His Highness the Maha¬ 
raja of Cochin and his trtis>tted adviser, Mr. Dixon, and after 
Mr. Dixon, Sir George Boagj towards Travanooi-e. As a matter of 
fact it is of great significance that Travancore and Cochin have enjoyed 
the presence and Stimulus of rulers who have devoted their whole 
lifetime for the welfare o£ the public. I think it is oUr duty to express 
our deep sense of the loss sustained by the country by the demise of 
the lamented Ruler of Cochin in the usual manner by standing in our 
seats-. •

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DE WAN-PBESIDENT’8 STATEMENT BE : 

FOOD SITUATION. 

PRESIDENT : As has been customary ever since the food crisis has 
begun, I feel it my duty to place before this honourable House ^ the 
steps taken by Government in order to cope With the very difficult 
situation with which thiB State has been and is confronted—and I am 
deliberately using the word ‘is confronted’—because I do not desire 
honourable members here or the public outside to run away with the 
impression that the crisis has passed or even is passing. After I have 
made my observations, honourable members will see exactly what our 
position is. Honourable members will forgive me if I begin by setting 
out certain figures which will speak for themselves. From November 
1948 up to October 1944, the allotments which have been made to Tra- 
vancore and Ooohin are as follows :—Bice from Orissa that is to come 
via Madras—in other words, Madras Presidency has been informed by 
the Government of India that they expect Madras Government to supply 
ns .with 30,000 tons and that they will make good that quantity to 
Madras by supplying them from Orissa. We are not yet iquite-aware 
of what answer has been furnished by the Madras Government to this 
.proposal. We have not yot been officially told whether the Madras 
Government have agreed to supply the 30,000 tons to Travaneore, 

. Suoh supply, as I have endeavoured to point out more than once would 
be both expedient and economical. Instead of our having to get rice, 
wheat, bajra and millet from Kashmir, Bahawalpur and the Punjab, 
if Madras could supply us and then get what it supplies to us from 
other sources, that would be the best method. But the Madras Gov¬ 
ernment is a separate Government working under its own constitution 
under the Government of India Act and the limits within which the 
Government of India can operate are fairly well-known, although quite 
recently the action taken by Field-Marshal Lord Wavell, the present 
Viceroy of India, in regard to Bengal, Sind and the Punjab has been 
of a most heartening character. 

Now, out of the 30,000 tons allotted from Orissa which is 
to come via Madras, Travancore’s share is 24,000 tons. From 
Baluchistan we get 6,400 tons. From Sind we get 72,800 tons, 
from the Punjab 6,400 tons, from Goorg 4,800 tons and from Bahawal¬ 
pur 4,000 ’tons and from Kashmir-, 1,600 tons. The itotal, there¬ 
fore, is 120,000 tons of rice allotted to ns from November 1943 
to October 1944. Although it will be noticed that the bulk of the 
rice comes from Sind, it was found practically impossible to get 
that rice transported from Sind by railway because, in order to enable 
Sind rice to come to Trivandrum, it has to go from Karachi or Hydera¬ 
bad to Lahore, from Lahore to Delhi, from Delhi to Nagpur and to 
Madras, from Madras to Quilon or Cochin and from Cochin or Quilon 
to Trivandrum. So, attempts have been made and are being made io 
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get as much as possible of those supplies by sea and by canal. So 
far as the sea is concerned, negotiations are practically complete. X 
shall not today dogmatise further than that negotiations have been 
completed. Negotiations are practically completed i with a very well- 
known firm of all-India importance, a steam navigation company, for 
the purpose of giving certain vessels which will bring the grain direct 
from Karachi not only to Cochin, but to Alleppey, Quilon ana Trivan¬ 
drum. I am also glad to say that the Excise Commissioner has suc¬ 
ceeded in persuading a very well-known merchant and .shipping agent 
in Tuticorin to give us some boats for the purpose. Our own schoon¬ 
ers and crafts are now loading rice in Cochiu to be brought to this , 
State and other boats also are being commandeered. I may further 
add that the Government of India' have had their pointed attention 
drawn to this very serious handicap. Today quite a substantial- 
share of our foodstuffs is lying either at the wharf at Karachi or 
in Cochin. The result is that there is bound to be a certain amount 
of theft, wastage and damage at the wharf. There is hound to 
be a certain amount of damage on the way if they are to come'in 
small valiums and therefore it is to the advantage of everybody—includ¬ 
ing the Government of India which may have to reimburse us if 
this rice goes away—that ocean going craft bring the rice as directly 
as possible from Karachi to Trivandrum. Although the full details can¬ 
not be published just now for reasons not unconnected with 'the war, 
lam glad to say that the Government of India have consented , 
to help us very.greatly in the transport of rice by sea from Karachi 
to Trivandrum, Just this morning I have received news of a 
most encouraging character. When the time is ripe for publishing it, 
when the thing begins to operate and when there is no danger in the 
publication of the details, it will be published. But I can assure 
the honourable members that the problem is being solved with the 
active concurrence of the Government of India. 

In regard to rice from Baluchistan, Bahawalpur, the Punjab and 
Kashmir, transport hy rail is perhaps the only way possible. It is not 
entirely without hope that I say that even now this Government 
have not ceased their efforts in making the Government of India 
realise that it would be better for Bahawalpur and the Punjab to supply 
the Central Provinces, for instance,‘and the Central Provinces to supply 
Madras, and for Madras, to supply us. If the Government of India 
will kindly make up their mind to tell the Central Provinces and 
Madras to send us their supply of rice which in turn will he reimbursed 
to them, it will be an advantage. That is so far as rice is concerned. 

So far as millets are concerned—and I want the honourable mem¬ 
bers to mark these figures—the supply is as follows. Bahawalpur 
18,400 tons; Khairpur (a place in the Punjab) 2,400 tons and' the 
■•Punjab 4,000 tons. So in all we are to get 24,800 tons. 
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If awe. —Punjab States 5,600 tons and the Punjab 4,000 tons. It 
may be asked what Travancore can do with maize. The answer is, 
“ what can Travancore do if it does not even get maize ?” That is 
why I am reading these figures to the honourable members and that is 
why the Government have accepted to take maize, a total of about 
9,600 tons, from the Punjab States. 

Pulses from Hyderabad, 8,000 tons, 

Mealio Samp (maize, broken rice size) from overseas— i. e,, from 
Australia and Africa—we are to get 4,000 tons. 

Barley from Persian Gulf 1,600 tons. 

Milk and milk prvduois, 1,10,000 lbs. In this connection, I am 
very glad to pay a tribute of homage to the Government of India 
and to the Director-General of the Indian Medical Services. 1 am 
glad to announce to this House that so far as milk and milk products 
which are agreed to be supplied from South Africa to India, a large 
proportion, more than half of it, is devoted to Travancore, so that it 
■will be ■ seen that, the utilisation of the milk az:d milk products for 
nursing and expectant mothers in the various hospitals may do a great 
deal to strengthen the stamina of the people which on account of the 
troubles .which they have passed through is getting to be Jess and 

Of the Australian wheat, we are t,o get, 12,658 ions. This is our 
food position from November 3.943 to October 1944. In other words, 
out of a total of about 210,000 tons, 120,000 tons alone are rice. The 
rest range from millets, maize, pulses, niealie samp, barley, milk and 
wheat. 

Now H is" therefore necessary that we in Travancore should make 
up our minds to substitute as far as possible other kinds of food grains 
instead of rice. I have just received a communication to this eftVct: 
“The normal deficit of Travancore and Cochin in rice is 4,50,000 tons 
a year,” The quotas allotted to these two states for the year from 
November 1943 to October.1944 are roughly about, 2,00,000 tons. 
That is, we are going to get little leas than one half of our total re¬ 
quirements, from outside. And that is the utmost. In addition, the 
following rabi grains are likely to be received-about 75,000 tons of 
wheat and pulses. There is, therefore, a deficit of nearly 2,00,000 tons. 
I would draw the attention of the honourable members to this sentence. 
“The Government of India are aware that the demand of Travancore 
and Cochin is chiefly for rice and will do whatever they can to increase 
the present rice allotment to the States. On present indications, the 
best that can be hoped for is an additional quota of about 20,000 to 
•40,000 tons which will reduce the deficit to 150,000 or 170,000 tons. 
This fact that there is a deficit of the order of 150,000 tons, which 
.cannot be supplied in rice, must be faced by the State Government 
.and the people made acquainted with the position so that they may 
•Vol. XXIU—No. 1. 
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realise that they will have to go without the full amount of the 
grain that is needed unless they are prepared to eat substitute food 
grains instead of rice.” 

There is of course considerable prejudice to-be overcome. People 
are inclined to be conservative in the matter of food and are some- 
times even prepared to go with less than the amount that they usually 
take rather than take unfamiliar food. Then follow the words equally 
important:— 

“The Director-General of the Indian Medical Services has re¬ 
cently visited the States of Travancore and Cochin and hag 
recorded his impressions which show that if progressive de¬ 
terioration in the health of the inhabitants of Travancore 
and Cochin is to be avoided, a change in the dieting system 
is imperative. While it is deplorable from the point of view 
of administration that foodgrains of a kind which people 
want are not available in sufficient quantities, it is not so 
regrettable from that of nutrition, since it means that people 
will be turning from rice to another grain superior in' nutri-.. 
tive value and will, therefore, be*getting nearer to a balanced.' 
diet. If this change be permanent, the scarcity in Travan-. 
core and Cochin will not be without its favourable side. l{ 
is, however, essential that, firstly, the Government of Travan-’ 
core and Cochin should themselves realise that it is impos:- 
Bible to meet their requirement? in rice and, secondly, that 
they do everything possible to encourage the use of substitute 
foodgrains for rice to combat the conservatism of even the* 
educated classes to a change of diet.” 

I may mention here that I received an application from the" University 
Students’ Hostel some three days ago that an exception should be mads 
in their case, that wheat or pulses should not be supplied to them but 
only rice as they are apparently attending to very heavy brain-exhaust¬ 
ing labour. If the students do not sot an example to the State in this 
matter, no body else will. 

“The chief substitutes for rice which have been recommended by 
the Director-General of the Indian Medical Services are 
wheat, millets and pulses. All these grains have a higher 
protein content than rice. In addition an extension of the 
cultivation of green vegetables wherever possible, should be 
encouraged. The Government of India understand that the 
reluctance to the taking of bajra .or wheat as substitutes for 
rice is gradually disappearing and consider that this tendency 
should be encouraged as much as possible.” 
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"The figures given in paragraph 2 of this letter will show that on 
the supplies already arranged, or likely to be arranged shortly, 
Travaneore and Cochin are in deficit to the extent of about 
150,000 tons. On present expectations it is impossible to 
meet any portion of this deficit in rice but there is a good 
prospect of further supplies of wheat, milletsj bajra and gram 
being made available. Before making an actual allotment the 
Government of India would like to know what further 
quantities of these foodgrains the Travaneore and Cochin 
Governments would like to be allotted to them, keeping in 
mind the facts that these foodgrains are richer in protein 
content than rice, that, fairly large supplies can be allotted 
immediately, that more rice is not likely to be available and 
that the alternative, if the supplies of these grains are refused, 

. is that the health of. the people of Travaneore and Cochin is 
;,v likely to deteriorate further.” 

■ Now, it is impossible to be clearer than that, and we cannot pos¬ 
sibly take objection to the peremptory character of that letter, because 
I am in a position to assure this honourable House that from the 
Viceroy downwards, everybody has been bestowing earnest personal 
.attention on this question of supplying Travaneore and Cochin witli rice 
to the largest extent possible. That they failed is not their mistake ; 
that they cannot supply more to us of rice, is a matter which is beyond 
controversy and therefore it behoves us immediately to take such 
steps as appear to be necessary in order to familiarise the people with 
the modes of cooking and of use of those other grains. 

I may add a word of personal experience. For many months 
now I have practically given up the use of rice. I am .using wheat 
and, to a certain extent, other things which are frightening to the 
people such as bajra, and I have found, personally speaking, no dele¬ 
terious or injurious consequences. I am aware, however, that the 
cooking of bajra is a difficult business. It requires more firewood ; 
it requires more thorough cooking; but what is the alternative? 
We have quite recently made an experiment. The Indian Tea 
Market Expansion Board has at its disposal 'a sum of Bs. 50 
lakhs per year for advertisement purposes, viz., for advertising 
in India and elsewhere the use and the benefit of toa and the 
importance of consuming tea in larger and larger quantities. 
Honourable members naay have noticed those beaming smiles that 
look upon us through the pages of the newspapers, of house¬ 
wives being thoroughly contented because ithey have excess of tea. 
That advertisement has apparently been of some use, because they 
say as a result of that, the sale of tea has increased considerably. 
But they are also given permission to use other articles by way cf ad¬ 
juncts to tea— bajee, and dosed. I have succeeded in 

getting the Tea Market Expansion Board establish canteens at all 
industrial centres. There is one centre especially next to the P.W.D. 
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Workshops in Trivandrum, another near the Bubber Factory, another 
in Quilon. There will be canteens established in Kottayam, Alwayeand 
Aileppey where they will be preparing various things out of bajra, wheat, 
millet and gram and sell them to people, to factory workers and other 
workers—at cheap rates. But that is only touching the fringe of the 
problem. Every honourable member of this HouBe, every member of 
the public of Travancore has, until the crisis passes, to make up hi3 or 
her mind to be a kind of missionary for the purpose of preaching -‘eat 
less rice and more of other foodgrains.” I have sought to say else¬ 
where, I have made it. clear in Delhi—that I do consider that this 
shortage from which we are suffering, these difficulties of ours, will con¬ 
tinue for the next five, six or seveD years. I do not know whether 
honourable members have ever read what I have said elsewhere which 
has not been contradicted by anybody, that in order to re-cultivafce the 
fields of Burma even after the conquest of Burma, the labouring popula¬ 
tion, which has fled from Burma and is now scattered all over India aDd 
elsewhere has to be taken back. If Indian labour is to go back 
to Burma, the question of their political and economic status in 
a self-governing Burma will have to be decided. The matter 
has been pending solution for 10 years and even assuming that dynamic 
personalities will be grappling with the problem in less than two yearn, 
after the conquest of Burma, after they go back and cultivate fields in 
Burma, they will have to rebuild all the boats which are being bombed' 
now. AH the godowns, granaries and many of the factories are all. 
blown up. All the boats are either commandeered or being destroyed, 
day in and day out. As readers will remember, all the rice in Burma 
comes to the interior by boats through Akyab. To re-establish that 
trade will take another three years and at the end of that, Burma will 
prefer to say that they will supply China instead of India because they 
are akin to each other. Not only that—the famine belt of China is 
much more extensive. It is more extensive than in India. Thirty to 
forty million people are dying of starvation there whereas it is only 
twenty millions here. Therefore that international consideration may 
indues Burma to supply their rice to China ra.her than to India. 
Travancore and Cochin will have to take note of these international 
problems. We have been drawn into international maelstrom, whether 
we. like it or not. We must realise that for the next five, six or seven 
years this problem of rice supply and the feed ; ng of the people is an j 
over-head problem and will have to be met in four ways; firstly, by 
intensive cultivation; secondly, by extension as far as possible; 
thirdly, by substitution of other foodgrains for rice, because in the 
matter of other grains, most Provinces of India are in surplus ; and last 
bpt not least, by so rebuilding our industrial organisation, that w.e may 
get more money to buy any rice available. 

On this question I may say—I am very glad to beableto 
announce—that Sind rioe is being sold at Bs. 2 less from today. For 
a long time the idea of this Government was to press .very strongly 
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the need for control. “Export price for rice reduced Rs. 2 per maund 
from first January.” This is the telegram of the Sind Government. 
This -would make a considerable difference in the price of the rice. 
Considering that more than one half of our total supply is from Sind, 
this will make a very welcome difference. That is the first instalment 
X hope and trust, of that policy of price control which it is the 
object of the present Viceroy to inaugurate. There has been a 
Price Control Conference in Delhi where the surplus Provinces were 
represented. Now, honourable members are aware that I am proceeding 
by air, to Delhi on the 14th for the purpose of meeting the Government 
of India on cer:ain post-war problems. One of the problems naturally 
will be that of the post-war situation with regard to food and such 
attempts as possible will be made on behalf of the Travancore Govern¬ 
ment for the purpose of gettiug this policy of price control implemented. 
What is happening today is absolutely chaotic. We pay 18 or 19 
rupees here. We pay rupees 30 in Sind, 35 in Bahawalpur, 36 in the 
Punjab. We pay some other figure in Orissa, some other in Madras. 
What we have to do and what we have done is to proceed on one basis. 
This Government do not wish to make one single pie of profit out of the 
food situation; but we cannot afford to incur any loss and we have pro¬ 
ceeded on that basis, because if the loss is calculated it would be more 
than this State could afford to pay. I shall give certain figures. 
Government have invested till the end of Vrischigom 1119 a sum of 
Rs. 650 17 lakhs on the purchase of foodgrains, against which the 
total receipts by sales amounted toRs. 362'95 lakhs, leaving a balanoe 
of Rs. 287'22 lakhs to be accounted for on the first of DhanuU19. 

On local paddy what we have done is that we have invested 
Es. S0'68 lakhs and realised Bs. 53'34 lakhs. As I have already 
pointed out the amount spent on imports . from outside is 
Es. 559;49 lakhs and the amount realised Es. 309'61 lakhs, so that the 
total balance now to be realised stands at Es. 287'22 lakhs. The 
value of local paddy with the Tahaildars is 42 lakhs of rupees and 
the value of imported commodities on 1-5-1119 i3 Es. 250 lakhs. The 
cash with Tahaildars is 5 lakhB of rupees. Therefore, the total comes 
to Es. 297 - 56 lakhs. Now, to this sum, has to be added the amount 
due to Government from purchasing agents. The value of such stock 
is about Bs. 15 lakhs. The net result will be that we have an asset 
of Es. 303 lakhs. Thus the figures which we have indicated show the 
astronomic character that these transactions bear in the usual negotia¬ 
tions and transactions of the Government of Travancore. Until the 
crisis overcame ns, we were dealing in thousands of rupees or tens of 
thousands of rupees. But now we have to'gamble—I am'using that 
expression deliberately—with crores, and unless we do that, there i3 
no salvation for us. > 

Now, the position, therefore, is this : We cannot aSord to lose 
and therefore we have to fix prices in such a manner that we have to 
pool all the resources and find out at what rate we can sell m order 
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that we might not get a profit but not incur a loss. That is the pro¬ 
cedure which this Government have undertaken and will under¬ 
take. 

Closely connected with this problem is the problem of rationing. 
So far as I can say, and subject to what honourable members may have 
to say, the rationing in the City of Trivandrum has, on the whole, worked 
well. None of the reports that 1 hear are wholly adverse though at 
the same time 1 must say that there are complaints off and on. Ration¬ 
ing in Trivandrum Corporation was introduced on 1-5-1119" The 
population, as per the census conducted for the purpose is 143,000, 
and the units allowed for the whole City for the first fortnight are 
243,927. Paddy, rice, wheat aod bajra have been notified as rationed 
articles for the City, The value of one unit is 4 nazhis of food grains, 
of which 5/8 is given as rice, 2/8 as wheat and 1/8 as bajra. I may 
say that in view of the reports that I have now heard, these proportion's 
will have to be modified. The preliminary work for introducing State¬ 
wide rationing is progressing satisfactorily. Rationing Officers have 
been appointed for the Nagercoil, Quilon, Alleppey and Kottayanr 
Municipalities as in the case of Trivandrum City and the Tahsildars 
assisted by full time subordinates are functioning there. The rationed 
artioles and the value of unit are the same in the City and mofussil. 

Let us now come to what we have done within our State. For 
one year from the middle of Dhanu 1118 till the middle of Dhanu 1119 
Government expected to purchase the quantity of one crore of paras of 
paddy on quota and excess bases from land-holders and cultivators in 
the Stale. Due to failure of crops and other reasons the anticipated 
quantity could not he purchased. Tor the year beginning from 
January 1944 it is estimated that a quantity of one and a quarter 
crores of paras of paddy can be purchased on behalf of Government. 
It is hoped that, as a consequence of the enhancement of the price cf 
paddy to B. Be. 1-8-0, better arrangements for purchase, detection of 
illicit transport and secret hoardings and greater co-operation with the 
public, a substantial portion of this estimated figure will be collected. 
That is so far as grain stocks are concerned. 

There is, apparently, some kind of discontent in certain quarters 
on account of the tapioca control order, I grant that Government 
were first reluctant to introduce any tapioca control because that com¬ 
modity should circulate freely in the State of Travancore, it being the 
last staff of life and the last refuge of the poor man. But what has 
beeu the result? The Excise Commissioner's report from time to 
time pointed out that important and influential quarters were manu¬ 
facturing daily in their houses large quantities of tapioca flour. Let 
me read the report ; “ The manufacture of tapioca flour into pearls 

which resemble sago is going on in every household. The party so 
manufacturing the stuff do not keep more than 10 lbs. of tapioca 
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powder so as to avoid the penal provision of the law. The stuff so pre¬ 
pared is taken in quantities of one pound and less to planes outside the 
State viz.. Cochin and British India, where it is in great demand. It 
is selling there nine times or eight times higher than the price in 
Travaneore. ITnder the Government Notification dated 18-11-1942 
the preparation and possession of tapioca flour up to a maximum of 
10 lbs. were permissible. Hence the possession of tapioca flour up to 
10 lbs. or the possession of isago up to 10 lbs. was not an offence, as 
the pearls manufactured from the permissible quantity of .10 lbs. was 
not meant for local consumption. Though, therefore, the quantity of 
stuff manufactured is below 10 lbs. it is an infringement of the spirit 
of the law. If this is what is being done by persons who ought to 
kuow better, in sheer defiance and in flagrant contravention of the 
elementary duties of patriotism, what is to be dons? If these 
practices do not cease—we know certain names, but I do not propose to 
mention any names and if no other consideration than that, of pity 
for our own people will not enable men to get only their legitimate 
profit from tapioca at this time, it will not be tapioca control, and what¬ 
ever may be the risk and the difficulty, it will be stored and the entire 
monopoly will be with the Government. It will then mean that I'shall 
have perhaps to quadruple the staff. I shall have to quadruple the 
staff of the Revenue Department. I am already going to double the 
staff of the Police and Excise .Departments. Perhaps 1 will have 
to quadruple the staff of all the departments, and that wasteful, 
that extravagant, that needless expenditure, can bo ascribed only to 
the lack of the tpatriotic impulse in'certain quarters in Travaneore. 
I trust it will not be necessary to go further than wo have done, 
but that we could adopt any other expedient in the face of this daily 
smuggling, daily pilfering from the stomaehes of the people and the 
daily misappropriation is a tiling which cannot be gainsaid , 

Incidentally there are two or three things that I have to mention. I 
was very pained to hear statements made on the floor of the House tj-duy 
that this or that Taluk committee did not work and that the co-opora- 
tion of this or that member of the Legislature had not been sought and 
obtained. That, to my mind, is a certificate of unfitness on the part of 
the Government to discharge its duty and I regard thoso st itomontu, if 
proved correct after verification, to be a legitimate vote of c nsurc on the 
Head of the Administration and everybody connected with the adminis¬ 
tration of the State. I accept it in that spirit. If it is found that CheBo 
Taluk Committees are not summoned and made to do some work at 
least once a month, the persons in charge of these committees will not 
be in their places. Thai is an absolute fact and I waul- this to bo made 
as public as possible. If there are indications, in certain quarters, of 
personal prejudices-between officers and members of the Legislature - 

I quite remember there are— and I have received complaints

A or member B to attend that meeting of the Taluk or Kara Com¬ 
mittee—it will not be possible to deal with such'a state of things. 
All of us have to work with people of all sorts, and in all condi¬ 
tions and I trust honourable members, while blaming the servants 
of the public and Government servants for their non-co-operation will 
not give an example of non-co-operation among themselves. How¬ 
ever it is from them that we should get complaints. But, what do we 
find? We find that there are certain visitors to the State from out¬ 
side and certain philanthropic agencies who are working or purporting 
to work in our midst. They put forward certain contentions which 
might receive very great publicity ,shortly. But I shall deal with them 
in advance. I have been told, for instance, that the elementary duty of 
this Government is to give free meals not to a few selected people 
through the Yanchi Poor Fund and other associations of that kind in 
Trivandrum, Kottayam, Alleppey and elsewhere hut to people through¬ 
out the State. When that statement was made to me, I referred 
• the gentleman to our Administration Report. There are to-day 
770,000 boys aud girls attending educational institutions, and 
I asked the honourable member whether he wanted only school 
children to be fed or whether he would be content to have other 
children of the same age, whose parents were too poor even to send 
them to school, fed in the relief centres. It was then no doubt admitted 
somewhat reluctantly that the latter kind of children are also entitled 
to some consideration. Our literary population is about 47 par cent, 
and together with the Dumber of children who are too poor to be sent 
to school we get about IS lakhs of children to be fed every day. I 
then asked whether one or two annas a day might 'do for feeding each 
one of these children. That comes to about a lakh of rupees per day. 
That means 80 lakhs ofi rupees per month, and 360 lakhs ef rupees 
per year. I, therefore, pointed out that if these 360 lakhs of rupees 
were to be spent on midday meals to the children, the other work of 
the administrative departments might have to be suspended for some 
time. But that was a matter in which we could not carry the argu¬ 
ment much further. But, assuming that my calculations are wrong, 
and that many of these young people are very rich or well-to-do and 
could get enough funds lo feed themselves, then, let us say that 2/3'of 
the young people in the State are so rich that they may not want free 
midday meals at the centres. Even then, the cost of feeding the rest 
of the children would come to about a orore and a half rupees. I hope 
that this argument will satisfy the honourable member who put me 
that question and made that suggestion, but I am not sure. 

It was pat to ms that there was not enough of sugar and jaggery 
in the coastal areas. The people who made complaints in this 
regard have come here for an expert decision. Apparently some depu- 
rations approached those people and said “ What, this Govern- 
xneutTis making a lot of money out of the Travanoore Sugars and 
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Chemicals but yet it does not supply enough sugar and jaggery.’ It 
■was also stated that our tapioca control was really the best way of starv¬ 
ing the people of the country, because the Government apparently 
wanted to corner tapioca for the purpose of manufacturing tapioca 
starch and flour and supplying them to the mills in Bombay. However 
it was necessary on the part of the Government to. control to a certain 
extent the dealings in tapioca. The abovesaid criticisms will be nulli¬ 
fied if the Talus: and the District Committees could carry on with 
their work amicably. I am making au appeal to the members of this 
honourable House and through thorn to the public throughout the 
State to co-operate in this matter with the members of such com¬ 
mittees in order to make this scheme a success. Before I pass on to 
the next subject there is one other aspect which I must point out here, 
Honourable members must realise that the work that a Government 
servant has to perform to-day is very different from that for which ho 
was recruited and for which he has been trained. Whether a Secreta¬ 
riat Clerk or even a Tahsildar or an Excise subordinate or a Tolies 
subordinate, almost everyone of these persons is now to be engaged 
in the work of procurement of rice, the movement of rice, the persu¬ 
asion or the ooercion to be utilised for the purpose of getting rice from 
recalcitrant guarters. I must now place on record my personal sense 
of deep gratitude and thankfulness to the servants of the several 
branches of the public service who have, at a time of great stress and 
stringency, done good work in addition to their normal duties and made 
this experiment the little success that it has been. What success has 
attended us has been stated by persons who have visited other Provinces 
and States. It is not for ns to give a certificate to ourselves, But I 
believe it is generally conceded that imperfect as it is, full of scope for 
improvement aa there is, the Travancore scheme of rationing, collec¬ 
tion and distribution has saved Travancore from some of the calamitous 
consequences which a shortage of foodstuffs has entailed elsewhere. 
That is all that I have to say on the general food situation. 

With regard to the grow more food campaign two or three tilings 
have to be stated. Firstly, I should again draw the attention of the 
honourable members of this House to what the representative of the 
Chinese Agricultural Commission recently stated. Ho said that the 
Government of China kept a reserve of 6 per cent of the total produc¬ 
tion of wheat and rice in the country. This stock was usod by Gov¬ 
ernment ,to control market prices by releasing the grain whorever 
prices showed a tendency to rise. I have written to the representative 
regarding the aims of Government on this matter. The point is that, the 
average yield of rice per acre in China is 1,980 lbs. and of wheat .1,000 
lbs., about 2^ times the yield in India,' This Was attributed by’the 
Head of the Chinese Agricultural Mission, which is no« in India 
mainly ta the use of manure and the very careful conservation of the 
manure by the Chinese peasant. That is why we are and have been so 
anxious to start the manufacture of chemicals and fertilisers as soon as 
possible, and, as honourable members know, a company lias been recently 
Vol. XXIH—No! l. 
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registered. The Government of Travancore have agreed to contri¬ 
bute 50 per cent of the shares and I am glad to say that although at 
first the response from the .State was not satisfactory a great deal of 
demand came from the State towards the period of closing of the call 
for shares. 

We have also been fairly successful in our attempts to deal with 
the coir trade, and the Government of India have now agreed to deal 
exclusively with the Governments of Travancore and Cochin for their 
coir requirements. In other words, the Government of India will not 
place their orders with private individuals or with anybody in India. 
90 per cent of the whole of the requirements of the Government of 
India are given to Travancore and Cochin, and a committee has been 
appointed which will duly carry out all the necessary arrangements in 
connection with the manufacture and supply to the Government of 
India of all coir requirements. Cochin and Travancore are acting hand 
in hand in this matter and I am glad to say that the orders that have 
been given in pursuance of this arrangement are most encouraging. 

Next I wish to deal with a question that has been raised more 
than once. That is, the throwing open of certain localities for.culti¬ 
vation. The policy of the Government has been indicated more than 
once in this connection. The Government cannot afford to deplete 
their forest resources, net only now but for the next fifteen or 
twenty years—which will be the source of great wealth for us, not only 
in the sale of timber as such- or of soft wood as such, but in the various 
industrial undertakings, viz., plywood, plastics, etc., with which this 
Government is charged. 

Quite apart from that, this Government have got two ideas in 
view viz., the allotment of swamps and reed areas on the one hand and 
the setting apart of the grassy areas on the other, for food production. 
The results are that out of the 10,404 acres that have been surveyed 
including swamps, grass areas in plains and on the hills, 5,752 acres 
have been occupied. All the 2,184 acres of regular taungya regenera¬ 
tion areas surveyed have been occupied. Therefore, the total area 
surveyed is 12,588 acres of which 7,936 acres are in occupation. 
The remaining unoccupied area is 4,000 acres. Owing to a variety 
of causes—early rains, want of seeds, failure, of lessees, etc.- the full 
occupied area was not cultivated. It is estimated that about 4,000 
acres were actually cultivated. The aveiage yield of paddy from 
swamps may be assessed at 35 paras per acre, that from reed areas at 
60 paras per acre, that from grass areas on the hills at 25 paras and 
the yield of tapioca from grass areas in the plains at about a ton per 
acre. Thus it will be seen that 3,100 acres of grassy areas and 821 
acres of swamps remain unallotted on the hills. It is proposed to 
extend the lease period of such lands from 3 years to 7 years with the 
specific proviso that land liable to erosion should be contour-bunded bv 
the lessee. 



Tapioca, wheat, potatoes, temperate vegetables, soya beans and 
rice can be successfully grown in such areas. The total extent of 
grass land between 2,000 and 4,000 feet available in the cardamom 
hills is estimated at no less than one lakh of acres. The colonisation 
of these grassy areas by co-operative effort was formulated by Govern¬ 
ment in 1942. Such colonisation schemes will have to be started on 
an extensive scale as soon as the war ends and the demobilised soldiers 
return to their native lands Finally, it should be said that the leases 
of swampy and grassy areas which will be presently given to a large 
extent will be only on a temporary basis, but, over and above these 
schemes, the Government of Travancore have been and are forced to 
consider long-term schemes. Lest we should not suffer from shortage, 
every bit of laBd that can be reclaimed from the sea or backwater, 
every bit of land that can be reclaimed without jeopardy to the ultimate 
interests of the State, as in the case of forests, will have to be re- 
claimed. To say all this is simple, but the magnitude and the com- 1 
plexity of the problem have to be grasped. The Government are 
thinking of the Kayamkulam and the Vembanad areas. Reclamation 
of such areas meanB the provision of navigable canals or channels and 
the construction of bridges which are not likely to be submerged or 
'destroyed by floods in these canals or channels. It will also entail the 
building of ridgeB, to prevent the possibility—to a larger or a smaller 
extent—of inundation of the low-lying tracts in the hinterland. It will 
also mean the disposal of silt in a manner which may ultimately prove 
prejudicial. It may also affect the harbours of Cochin and Alleppey by 
reason of i he great changes which are sometimes produced by these 
vast engineering schemes. The Government, therefore, cannot 
embark on such schemes without getting the best possiblo advice. 
The only country in the world whioh has taken steps 
in this direotioD is .Holland which has been familiar with this 
problem for the last three hundred years. But even in Holland, 
it will be remembered that the first reclamation led to a complete 
submersion of valuable property by the breaking of the Zuider Zee. 
Therefore, the question has to be tackled with the best possible export 
advice and a very oarefu 1 experimentation. But this House may be 
sure that that experiment will be taken up. The money involved in 
the scheme runs to crores and not lakhs, and steps will have to be 
taken to make it possible for the State to make a ten or a twenty year 
programme with the necessary provision for sinking fund and so forth 
in respect of public loans to be floated for the purpose. I have no 
doubt that the response will be immediate and swift, but we must 
first set our house in order before we Btart on such schemes. 

Therefore, the problems before us are firstly of an immediate 
character and secondly of a long-term character, but to disassociate or 
divorce the loug-tenn plarn irom the short-term problems is not the 
•policy of this Government, because it is much better to proceed in the 
direction of the long-range problem step by step along with the solu¬ 
tion of short-term policies. In other words, we must, get all the rice

Demand IV— Forests. 

RAO BAHADUR T. V. VENKATESWARA AYYAR : Sir, I riBe to move for 
a supplementary grant of Rs 4,200 for meeting the following items : 


1. Providing electric connection to Pallam Rs. 

Plant ... 2,000 

2. Shifting the ascu treatment plant to 

Shencotta ... 700 

3. The construction of a shed for housing 

the treatment plant, engine, etc., at 
Shencotta ... 1,500 


The machinery at Pallom has so lohg been working on patrol. 
Now petrol is more difficult to obtain and eleotrio current m'availabla 
close by. It is proposed to shift from the petrol driven engine (a 
electric current motor and hence a provision of Bs. 2,000 is required 
for the purpose. The advantage is that one department of Govern¬ 
ment would be paying another Department for the current used and 
no money will be spent on petrol. In the case of a shed for housing 
the treatment plant, engine, etc-.j at Shencotta, there has been only a 
temporary shed so far. That shed is on the point of collapse. Now 
we have decided to continue the treatment of poles according to the 
ascu method. We want in house the machinery in a permanent 
building. That is .the reason for the - Demand of Rs. 1,500. The 
existing plant at Shencotta is beyond the capacity of the present calls 
for purposes of work and therefore a plant that is lying idle at Tri¬ 
vandrum is proposed to be shifted to Shencotta and it liaB to be housed 
within a shed. 

MR. M* R. NARAYANA PILLAl: May I know from the member 
Whether there was any reason why the plant was originally installed 
at Pallom. 

RAO BAHADUR T.'V. VENKATESWARA AYYAR: Because there waa 
facility of communication by water from various plantations from 
which poles had to be taken over to a central place for treating pur- 
poses. Id that way Pallom was found to be a very convenient place. 

PRESIDENT: When was the plant Installed at Pallom ? 

RAO BAHADUR T. V. VENKATESWARA AYYAR : Somewhere about

SADASYATILAKA T. K. \)ELU PlLLAt: Sir, I wish to say a word. 
Ordinarily I should'not'have attempted to speak on this Demand but 
for one of the reasons pat forward by Mr. Kurup. I am definitely 
emphatically against certification. The Government will be placing 
themselves under unnecessary difficulties if certification is resorted to. 
Therefore, Sir, I am extremely happy that this motion for a supple¬ 
mentary Demand has been made on the floor of the House. 

I agree With my friend in this that while it was legitimate at the 
time of the Budget for departmental heads to make proposals with 
regard to requirements for the next 12 mouths, it should have been' 
certainly better, more in justice to us, if these grants were included in 
the general budget. The aicu treatment has been to some ..of us a 
mystery. I do not know what is being done with the ascii treated 
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timber. Very often so many disappointments happen. Government 
are aware of that. I hope, Sir, that ascu treatment will serve a good 
purpose in procaring good timber. How much is treated for use in 
Travancore, how much is exported, all these are incidental questions 
and the shortness of time debar me from making any observation on 
that. I am glad that the Conservator of Forests had everything to 
say that hereafter in Paliam there is no need for the treatment plant. 
Hence it may be shifted to Sheucotta. There is the ascu plant and 
the shed already available and it could do good work there. 

RAO BAHADUR T. V. VENKATESWARA AIYAR : There seems to be a 
mistake about the Paliam Plant being shifted to Shencottah. The 
Plant at Pallom will continue at Pallom. It is only with regard to 
the supply of electricity that a change is made. 

The reason why it was not moved originally was because it was 
not expected at that time that the electric motor would be available for 
the purpose. As a matter of fact, it was thought that no motor would 
be available for some time to come, 

SADASYATILAKA T. K. VELU PILLAI : May I correct him, Sir V> It 
is written ‘-i. providing electric connection to Pallom Plant Rs. 2,000 
ii. shifting the Ascu Treatment Plant to Shencottah ” 

RAO BAHADUR T. V. VENKATESWARA AIYAR : It is not from Pallom 
but from Trivandrum.* 

Now the Electricai Engineer has informed the Forest Depart* 
mnnt that all the necessary materials for 'giving connection are avail¬ 
able and that is why a supplementary motion is being brought now. 

The question that Government be granted a sum of Bs. 4 200 
under Demand IV Forests, was put and carried. ’ 

The grant was made. 

RAO BAHADUR T. V. VENKATESWARA AIYAR : I rise to move for a 
grant of Rs. 5,600 as an additional allotment required under salaries 
to the instructors, stipends for trainees, contingencies etc., for the 
School at Konni for training Forest Guards. 

When the original motion was moved during the last budget 
session, a grant of about Bs. 6,000 was provided for the purpose. That 
has been found to be insufficient for the main reason that Foresters 
receive a much higher stipend than Forest Guards. Therefore, it is 
found that an additional amount of Bs. 5,600 is necessary for continu¬ 
ing the second term of this training centre for the second six months 
■ f the year 1119. 

Hr. N. NARAYANA KURUP : May I know whether it was thought 
;f after the budget session? 

PRESIDENT : Generally spealfing, we find that in regard to these 
allowances, travelling allowances and other allowances given to the 
officers at the budget session have had to be altered as a result of the 
present situation. All allowances are being revised, 
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The question that Government be granted a sum of Rs, 5,600 
under Demand TV—Forests—was put and carried.

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAI : 1 move for a sup¬

A sum of Rs. 600 was provided under Anchai Charges in the 
budget of the Public Service Commission Department for 1J.19.

The District Munsiffs Court at Krishnapuram was abolished in' 
1115 as there was not sufficient work for a Munsiffs iCourt at that 
station and the pakuthies within its jurisdiction were transferred to the 
jurisdiction of the District MunsifiSC Courts at Mavelikara, Haripad 
and Karunagapally. Since then certain representations have been 
received from the inhabitants of Kayamkulam for the re-establishment 
of the Court which was abolished in 1115. The High Court has 
reported that on 1-1-1119 the pendency of cases in the two Munsiffs’ 
Courts now working at Mavelikara was about 1089 and that one of the 
courts at Mavelikara may temporarily be shifted to .Kayamkulam to be 
known as the Krishnapuram Temporary Munsiffs Court. This Court 
will have a file of nearly 561 suits. The proposal has been placed before 
the Finance Committee and the Committee was of the view that the 
matter might be placed before the House for decision. 

SAQASYATILAKA T. , K. VELU PILLAI: May I know from the 
honourable Member what was the number of cases in the Krishna¬ 
puram Munsiffs Court when it was abolished ? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAI : I find from the 
Report of. the High Court received at the time it was abolished, that it 
was nearly 500 cases. It.was not considered te be sufficient work for 
the Court because of the ■ existence of two or three courts in the

MR. KOTTALll P. ABRAHAM: May I know the number of'cases 
that may come up before the Court now ? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAl : More or less 
560. 

SADASYATILAKA T. K. VELU PILLAl : May I know the place where 
it is going t.o be established, Kayamkulam or Krishnapuram ? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAl : The cmnt in to 
be called the temporary court at Krishnapuram but is to be located at 
Kayamkulam. 

SADASYATILAKA T. K. VELU PILLAl : I remember an expression, 
Sir, when Voltaire spoke of the ‘Holy Banian Empire*• He said it was 
neither Holy, nor Itomanj nor Empire. Now there is a court which 
is to be called the Krishnapuram Court but which is to bo located at 
Kayamkulam. 

■>’ But I know, so far as this question is concerned, that wo have to 
go a little deeper into it. There was a MimsHfs Court in existence at 
Krishnapuram. I ha ve seen that myself. 

A. committee win appointed to consider the question of Ijivw’u 
delays in which my friend Mr, j?aramnswurau Piliai was also concerned. 
We-liad also, Hit, a Commissioner of Law's Belays, a gnutloinan of very 
great experience, one who would not swerve fr-'in his duty, 
Mr. Gr. Sankara, Pillai, and 1o assist him was a very energetic, intelligent 
gentleman who is representing Government on the other side, the 
Chief Secretary. 

PRESIDENT: Tho mattor is not a roallv fundamental one, nor doos 
Government wish to have any more than a formal opinion of tho House 
whether they want tho court there or not. 

SADASYATILAKA T. K. VELU PILLAl : What is the moaning of shift¬ 
ing courts in this irresponsible fashion '! Simply because the number of 
cases is 500, the Commissioner recommends ito the Government to 
abolish the court. Now that there has been a considerable increase of 
cases of .'61, they are going to re-establish it. I have absolutely no 
objection to having a Court either at Kayamkulam or at Krishnapuram, 
What I am objecting to is the meaningless fashion of shifting courts. 
Give them a court by all means. But I am opposing this principle, 
because people should not shilly-shally -those matters. 

PRESIDENT ; Honourable members should realise that Govern, 
rnent have no particular views on the matter. This is largely a matter 
for the locality concerned, whether they want a court there or not. The 
High Court, a very responsible body, has made the recommendation. 
The House may either accept the recommendation or not. It is -not a 
patter of fundamental importance.

Mr. C. P. GOPALA PANICKER: I am referring to the Budget for 1119: - 

The Ambulance buses ware originally purchaser) by the Transport • 
Department. At the request of the Government they converted them ■ 
into Ambulance cars for the use of the Medina,1 Department, and the 
Medical Department have been asked to take possession of those cars. 
Incidentally I may say that these cars were used in connection with 
the A. 14. P. When that was stopped, at the request of the Medical 
Department, Government were ploased to place these ears at their dis¬ 
posal. Now they want to pay the cost of these buses to tho Transnort 
Department. 

Mr. M. R. NARAYANA PILLAI Has the Transport Department to • 
bear any portion of the cost of these cars? 

Mr. C. P. GOPALA PANICKAR: No ; they did not make use of these 
buses for their own use. 

The motion was put and carried and tho grant was made. 

Mr. C. P. GOPALA PANICKER: Sir, I rise to move for a grant of 
Bs. 1,1330 under demand XXIV'—Medical, for tho appointment of a 
Day Secretary for tire General Hospital, Ophthalmic Hospital and the 
Medical Stores, Trivandrum. This is a new appointment and Govern¬ 
ment want to try it only as an, experiment. At present the Surgeons 
in charge of the General Hospital, Ophthalmic Hospital and the Medi¬ 
cal Stores, in addition to their professional duties have to attend to tho 
cheeking of accounts, maintenance of registers, supervision over the 
Stores and such other things, With a view to relieve these Surgeons 
from these additional responsibilities so that they may devote more of 
their time to professional duties, Government thought that it would be 
advisable to give an assistant to them in the shape of a Lay Secretary 
who will look after such items of duties. This experiment was tried in ■ 
Madras and Mysore and the Medical Committee which was started 
here some time ago recommended to Government that it would bo in 
the interests of the Medical Service to have such an appointment made 
in the Medical Department. All of us know that it will not be possible 
for a medical officer to attend to the checking of registers such as diet 
register, stores register, etc. in the manner it ought to be done. All 
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these registers and accounts -will be scrutinised by the Lay Secretary 
more thoroughly and as a result of which some savings also may be 
made to Government. It will also result in more time being made 
available to the Medical Officers to attend to their normal professional 
duties. Now this is thought of only as an experiment, H the experi. 
ment is proved to . be successful, Government will place this matter 
again before this House for making necessary provision for the next

Mr. C. P, GOPALA PANICKER : The man selected should be one 
who has got general administrative experience with some knowledge 
of Accounts.

Mr. C. P. GOPALA PANICKER : The man chosen cannot he a medical 
. man. He must know accounting and should have office experience. 

PRESIDENT: The position of the doctor in the Medical Depart¬ 
ment in this respect is more or less that of iShe Munsiff. At the end of 
the day he lias to attest his initials to the accounts presented to him by 
the clerk concerned. The man has been sitting all day long in the 
Bench and he has to put his initials to certain accounts, probably with¬ 
out knowing what he is doing. Such instances have not been rare. 
One or two came to my notice in another place and in another capacity 
of important documents having been initialled under the impression 
that they were some kind of office proceedings. 

But that apart, so far as the medical man is concerned, he has 
absolutely no experience in accounting 1 and the medical stores in the 
General Hospital are so large and things connected with them so com¬ 
plicated, that unless there is a man who knows the business side of it 
and who knows accounting, it will be very difficult to manage it. For 
an ordinary doctor, it will bo very difficult to attend to those functions 
also in the midst of an operation or things of that sort. Tlie experi¬ 
ment has been made in Madras and they say that it lists worked very 
satisfactorily. We will also try the experiment. If it is successful 
there is nothing to prevent us from coming to the House for sanctioning 
the necessary expenditure on a permanent basis. 

The motion was put .and carried and the grant was made. 

DEMAND XXVI—Public Health anw Sanitation. 

Ms. C, P. GOPALA PANICKER: Sir, I rise to move for a supple¬ 
mentary grant of Rs. 20,000 under demand XXVI—Publio Health 
and Sanitation. This amount is required to meet some additional and 
unexpected expenditure in connection with the prevention of cholera 
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and malaria in soma parts of the State. Grants have to be made to 
the Municipalities of Kottayam and Nagercoil for malaria control work. 
1 request that the House may be pleased to sanotion the grant. 

The motion Was put and carried and the grant was made, 
DEMAND XXIX—Stationebx and Printing. 

Dr. H. PARAMESWARAN : Sir, I rise to move for a supplementary 
grant of Bs. 4 lakhs under Demand XXIX—Stationery and Printing 
for meeting the cost of stationery. In support of this demand I wish 
to point out to the honourable members that Binee the budget of this 
year was passed many things have happened. The position with regard 
to paper became very acute and it was even thought that we would not 
be able to get any paper at all from outside. So, Government in con¬ 
sultation with the Government of India had to take strong and energetic 
measures for securing our supplies of special paper. We have been 
getting down such paper from outside to meet our special requirements 
for the Registration Department, stamp papers, etc. There was a fear 
that no such paper will be available in future even for such special 
requirements. So this Government had to order out extra supplies of 
such paper from sources pointed out by the Government of India.’ 

With a view to give relief to the school-going population Govern, 
rnenfc had also to order extra paper to make 10 lakhs of standard note¬ 
books. That meant an extra expenditure of about Rs. 3 lakhs. By 
this arrangement our boys and girls were enabled to get notebooks at 
cheap rates. All this meant an approximate expenditure of about 
Rs. 4 lakhs in excess of onr budget estimates of Rs. 2,50,000. The 
people have been saved at least seven lakhs by these timely measures. 
Eor these supplies of paper we have to enter into agreements with 
firms outside the State. Sometimes they insist on payment being 
made'in advance before the supply is made. So, wo must be ready for 
such payments although in actual practice all the sum asked for now 
may not be spent by the end of the year. But we must be prepared 
to make the payment whenever the necessity arises. Thus if we are 
to get a telegram from a Company stating that their bill has to be 
honoured by a payment through a bank, we must be ready for it. So 
I move for this additional grant of Bs. 4 lakhs, to meet such possibilities 
during the rest of the year. 

The motion was put to vote and carried and the grant was made. 

DEMAND XXX— Miscellaneous Departments— 35 o. 

Stores Pubchase Committee- 

Dr. H. PARAMESWARAN I Sir, I move for a supplementary grant 
of Rs. 1,635 under Demand XXX—Miscellaneous Departments— 
Stores Purchase Committee. During the last three years the activities 
of the Stores Purchase Committee have been assisted by the Repair 
Section of Government which enables ascertain amount of savings to 
Government. In these days of war, when articles-can be purchased 
only at abnormally high rates, Government find it more economical 
to repair and recondition damaged apparatus and instruments and 
thus manage our needs. 

MR. III. R. NARAYANA PILLA11 May L know whether the depart¬ 
ment is getting old materials from outside and repairing them ? 
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DR. H. PARAMESWARAN : No, Sir. This is only a service depart¬ 
ment devoted to the repair of Government equipment. To illustrate, 
if a theodolite goes out of order and if the P. W. 1). is not able to 
repair it, they send it to the Repair Section and it is returned after 
repair. Similarly with regard to the Forest and other departments. 
It is purely a service department. 

Honourable members might remember that there was sanction 
for this office only for the first six months of this year. Having pro¬ 
ved itself very useful, Government thought that it might be extended 
by another six months and hence this demand for the next six months 
of the year, 

The motion was put to vote and carried and the grant was made. 

PRESIDENT : The House will now adjourn and meet at 3-30 p. m. 

The House adjourned for lunch at 2-25 p. m. and re-assembled at 
3-80 P. M. with the President in the Chair. 

PRESIDENT : Order, order. There is one matter I had intended 
"to point out. As would have been evident from the remarks that I 
have made, Government are extremely anxious that on the main points 
relating to the food position in the State, the opinion of the members of 
this House may be made available to this Government and, through 
this Government, to the authorities in Delhi. I am therefore perfect¬ 
ly prepared in tomorrow’s adjournment motion— although it is specifi¬ 
cally devoted only to the question of consideration of the Tapioca 
Control—to deal with it as if it were a food debate. I am giving this 
notice previously in order that honourable members might coma pre¬ 
pared with such points as they wish to emphasise, which may be of 
help to the State and to this Government in the formulation and co¬ 
ordination of policies. Prom that point of view, honourable mem¬ 
bers will consider and come to a decision on points which are sufficient¬ 
ly important and not purely of a domestic character. For instance, 
the shortcomings of particular Tiara, committees may be important, 
but it is not a general matter. The main question relates to shortage 
of foodstuffs, the difficulties that are in our way and on all those 
general matters I am welcoming a discussion tomorrow and trust 
that honourable members will consent to my giving that extension to 
the debate so that the authorities at Delhi may bo aware of the 
opinion of the leading members of this House. I take it that I liavo 
the consent of the House in this. 

(Honourable members signified their assent.) 

PRESIDENT: Yes; then the debate will proceed on these lines 


Adjournment motion be : War Allowance to teachers 
in grant-in-aid schools. 

Mr. PULIY 00 R T. P. VELAYUDHAN PILLAI : Sir, may I read my ad¬ 
journment motion 

“I beg leave to'move that the business o£ tho IIoubo bo adjourned to discuss a 
delinite matter o£ urgent public importance, naiaoly, the serious situa¬ 
tion that has arisen out o£ the delay in the payment of (he War Allow, 
auoe to tho aided teachers in Primary Schools and Primary seotiuua 
attaohed to other schools in the State os ordered in G. 0- ii. 0 C No. 
2807/43jEdn. doted 23rd .November 1943 owing to the opposition o£ 
certain managements to the sohems of direot payment and to the coutri. 
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Sir, I wish to avail myself of this opportunity to congratulate the 
Government on their having been pleased to appoint a committee fully 
representing all the educational interests in the State to investigate 
into the working of the present system and submit proposals for its re- 
organisation with due regard to post-war reconstruction. 

Then, coming to the adjournment motion, Sir, it is seen from the 
Press Communique on the subject issued by the Government, that there 
are 2,138 Primary Schools and Primary sections attaohed to other 
schools under private management with 9,655 aided teachers in them 
and that Government have been pleased to sanction Rs. 2,29,320 for 
the payment of War Allowance to these teachers at the rate of Rs. 2 

per mensem per teacher, provided the respective managements agree 

to remit and have actually remitted into the treasury their share of 
Tts. 2 per teacher. Therefore, it is obvious that if the Government’s 
scheme is accepted by all the managements and acted upon, the poor 
aided school teachers would get an additional remuneration of Rs. 4 per 
mensem over and above the usual monthly grant of Rs. 8. In the 
G. 0. under reference, Government have made it perfectly clear, that 
in future the war allowance and the grant-in-aid would be paid to the 
aided school teachers directly by Government by means of cheques 
issued ?to them by the Assistant Inspecting Officers. I am given to 
understand that the war allowance sanctioned by the Government has 
not yet been paid to the aided school teachers owing to the opposition 
of certain managements both in regard to the system of direct pay¬ 
ment and in regard to the contribution of a part of the allowance by 
the management a3 contemnlated in the G. 0. This is indeed an un¬ 
satisfactory state of affairs affecting the primary school . aided teachers 
for no fault of theirs. I am given to understand that the managers of 
1.191 schools, both corporate and individual, having 5,232 aided school 
teachers under them, have either remitted into the treasury their share 
of the contribution or have agreed to do so when Government put into 
operation the proposed scheme. Iam also given to understand 
that the managers of the remaining schools, w 947, having under 
them 4,323 aided teachers, while expressing their readiness to work out 
the scheme, have suggested that the Government’s share of the pro 
posed war allowance should be paid to them direct so that they may 
pay the amount to their teachers along with their regular salary A 
few other managers have expressed their inability to make any con- 
tribution towards the war allowance. It is not at all fair or proper on 

our part to shut our eyes against the real facts. 1 F 

NoW’let us consider what the facts are. The Statbam Com- 
imttee Report says thus at page 95, para 2, “We must repeat that it has 
been established beyond fear of contradiction that very large numbers 
of teachers in the aided primary schools in Travancore are not receiv¬ 
ing even the salary for which they sign in the acquittance roll. It is 
impossible, however, to get accurate statistics showing the numbers of 
schools which commit, malpractices in the payment of teachers Our 
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investigations have, however, led us to believe that the schools which 
give remuneration in addition to the Government grant are in the 
minority. Schools in which the management is withholding a portion 
of the Government grant form a large number. We have sufficient 
evidence to establish beyond doubt the fact that a very considerable 
number of teachers are receiving only Bs. 6 or 7 by way of salary and 
we have even had instances of the management paying only Bs. 4 ont 
of the Government grant of Bs. 8J. While it is highly deplorable 
that Government funds should be to this extent misused, it is even 
more deplorable that teachers should be expected to do efficient work> 
and take a real and effective interest in the children committed to their 
care while receiving wages considerably lower than the wages of an 
ordinary manual worker.” This appears to be the case not only in 
Travancore but in British India also. From the report of the Central 
Advisory Board of Education, 7th meeting, page 24, paragraph 4, it is 
seen that the U.F. Government have reported thus—“In tho majority of 
cases they (aided teachers) get merely the amount of aid given by the 
District Boards. Sometimes, they are forced to share this small sum 
sub rosa with the manager”, Whenever any request was made by the* 
members of the Legislature to enhauoe tho grant-in-aid, the uniform 
reply given by Government was that the managers, or.at least a fairly 
good number of them, were not doing the right thing to the teachers, 
and. that the teachers do not actually get even the whole of tho grant 
given to them by Govenment. Of course, there arc several respectable 
managements in the State, who, I am sure, will not stoop to this sort 
of disgraceful acts of dishonesty, but there is no denying tho fact that 
there are also several managements'who are guilty of this charge. It is, 
therefore, the duty of every respectable management to take advant¬ 
age Qf this favourable opportunity afforded by Government, not only to 
prove its austerity but also to effectively co-operatc with Govern¬ 
ment by accepting the scheme in toto and thus eradicate corruption 
from wherever it might be in existence. 

Sir, all other public employees even down to tho peons and menials 
are in receipt of war allowance and the poor private school teacher is ’ 
the only public servant who is not receiving any additional remuner¬ 
ation to meet the enhanced expenditure on account of tho war. It is 
at this juncture that Government have been pleased to come forward 
with their very generous offer of a war allowance to these tcaoiu’rs 
even though they are not Government servants. The public heartily 
welcome this offer and it was naturally expected, that of all persons, the 
managers would be the firstto extend a hearty welcome t,o this offer and 
to co-operate with Government in relieving the distress of the teachers. 
But it was a painful surprise for me to hear that a few managers 
have not only not accepted the proposals, but assumed a definite oppo¬ 
sition to the whole scheme. As one who has been long and intimately 
related to one of the respectable corporate managements in the State— 

I mean the Nair Service Society—and as one who has been directly 
n|anaging wore educational institutions than one for the last several 
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years, I have very great pleasure in recording my firm conviction that 
this arrangement is in the best interest of the education in the country 
and to inform this honourable House, that as soon as the proposal was 
known I started payment of the war allowance to the teachers of the 
schools under my management as contemplated in the G. 0. and 
officially brought the matter to the notice of the authorities concerned. 

• This House will bo glad to learn that the Nair Service Society, 
which I can assure you, is by no means less jealous of safeguarding its 
autonomy than any other management in the State, has readily accept¬ 
ed the scheme. I take this opportunity to congratulate the Govern¬ 
ment on the very timely generosity they have evinced to ameliorate 
the condition of the private-school teachers iii the State and to assure 
them that they will have not only the support of the Legislature and 
the general public, but also that of all the managements who are really 
interested in the educational advancement of the Slate and not pro¬ 
moted by any ulterior and questionable motive. It'is, therefore, my, 
considered opinion, Sir, that the scheme now adumbrated in the G. 0. 
may be implemented without the least delay both in regard to direct 
payment of tho allowance and grant-in-aid to the teachers, and also in 
regard to the contribution by the managements. 

With these observations, I commend the adjournment motion to 
the unanimous acceptance of the honourable Houso. 

IMS. M. R. NARAYANA PILL At : lias the honourable member any 
suggestion as to how the management could be compelled to make the 
contribution ? 

MR. PULIYOOR T. P, VELAYUOHAN PILLAI; There arc ever so many 
means. Por instance, if tho proposals of Government arc not accept¬ 
ed, they can even withdraw the recognition of tho school. They can 
stop the payment of tho grant-in-aid. * 

Mr, P. S1VARAMA PILLAI ( Meenachil emu Thodujmzha) : In 
supporting the motion before the House, I would like to offer 
a few remarks. I am glad, that tho question of direct payment 
ef the grant-in-aid school teachers has boon brought before the 
House. There were debates on this question formerly in this 
House, and on all these occasions I have been pressing tho 
necessity of paying directly from the department to the grant-in- 
aid school teachers without tho medium of tho managers. Tho 
managers of the schools, with the exception of a few, have been trying 
to steal a small portion of tho eight rupees paid to the grant-in-aid 
teachers. Now during war time after a full discussion of tho matter 
in this House, Government, have thought -it fit to give two rupees from 
the Government funds, asking the management to pay another two 
rupees. When this question was brought before this House last time, 
then also the question of direct payment came up. I wonder why 
certain managements,'as pointed out by the mover of the resolution, 
do not 'Wffnt Government interference in the matter of payments. 
They WantWon'ey'td be - paid directly into their hands. The objections 
vais by them, according to me, are unsustainable, Why should they 
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interfere between the Government rind the grant-in-aid teacher ? The 
objection raised by them is, therefore, pcinia facie auspicious. In the 
case of such managements as are prepared to make a contribution of 
two rupees and in the case of oihers who taka objection to it, direct 
payment must be made by Government to the grant-in-aid teachers, 
With these observations I support the motion. 

Ms. K. DOMINIC JOSEPH (Vaikom cum Kottayam) : I share the view 
expressed by the honourable member that the lot of the grant-in-aid 
school teachers should be improved. '.In fact no member of this 
House will look with complacency the present miserable lot of the 
poor grant-in-aid teacher. To say that, is one thing: but to say that 
recognition of the private schools should be withheld on the ground 
of non-compliance of the direction of Government is another thing. 

PRESIDENT : That question is not before the House now; only it 
has been made as an observation by the honourable member. 

MR. K. DOMINIC JOSEPH : Only because it was mentioned, I rose 
to speak a few words. It is admitted on all hands that, private educa¬ 
tional institutions are playing a conspicuous part in the education of 
the State. Mr. Veiayudhan Pillai, who represents Thiruvella taluk, 
has the honour of representing' a taluk which is first in point of 
literacy in the State. Who is responsible for that ? The latest census 
report says that it is due to the private educational institutions being 
active in the field for a long time. The other two taluks which are 
foremost in point of literacy are Kottayam and Changanacherry. All 
these taluks owe their pre-eminence to the private—managed schools. 
Travancore is first in point of literacy also due to these educational 
institutions. The head of the present administration has on more than 
one occasion paid deserved tribute to the sense of service and the 
sense of self-sacrifice on the part of the private managements. I am 
saying all this to urge that a minor matter like the one under discus¬ 
sion should not be unnecessarily magnified to lead to undesirable 
results. 

I am not very conversant with educational institutions in the 
State. I am not aware that there are any private managements which 
are definitely opposed to the scheme adumbrated by the Government to 
give war allowance to the teachers but their opposition relates to the 
method of payment suggested by the Government in asking them to 
deposit two rupees in the Treasury as a condition precedent to the 
grant of war allowance by Government. This method to entitle them 
to draw their share is looked upon by certain managements as some¬ 
thing derogatory to their position, and status. I think, considering the 
investment, capital and other commitments made by the private 
educational institutions they could be trusted for this paltry sum. 

PRESIDENT : The Honourable member will perhaps indicate to 
Government whether they should differentiate between one such 
management and another ? Is it the opinion of the member that the 
rich managements should be allowed not to follow the rules while the 
poor managements arc doing so ? Th<- <-tal number of primary schools 
Vol. XXItl-Ha' 1 
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under the management of those who have taken objection to the pro- 
posal is less than’oneifourth of the totaUinstitutions in the State. The 
question is therefore whether those alone ought to he exempted and 
the rule enforces! as to the remaining three fourth of the number of 
schools. I may say at once that the Catholic Archbishop, the Salva. 
tion Army and Rev. Eastaff are the only objectors. Government will 
be guided by the sentiments of the House in this matter. 

Mr. K. DOMINIC JOSEPH ; I do not suggest any differential treatment 
to any section but I only say that individual malpractices should be 
found out and dealt with by Government. 

PRESIDENT : We find that there is unanimous opinion through, 
out India that the salary of the Primary school teacher is taken by the. 
management. The point is not, however, that the Government 
consider that high diginitaries like the Archbishop and Bishops are 
likely to do that. But can Gouernment enforce one rule with regard 
to one organisation running primary'schools and relax it in the case of 
another ? 

MR. K. DOMINIC JOSEPH: I do not advocate that high ecclesiastical 
dignitaries like the Archbishops and Bishops should be accorded a 
different treatment as against a poor private school manager. I am 
prepared to concede that there are black sheep among the 
private school managers. But there is no reason to call the whole 
flock, black. If there are black sheep, find them out and deal with 
them stringently to root ,out theievil. What I ask is not to measure all 
by the same standard. I am conversant with a primary school in my 
native village. That is one of the biggest in the State in point of 
strength. That school has been paying war allowance ever since the 
advent of the war. The minimum pay of the private school tqacher in 
that school is 14 rupees. To ask them to deposit two rupees in the 
Treasury to entitle them to get the other half from Government is 
rather hard. I submit that proper cases of delinquency should be 
investigated and proper treatment should be meted out. All the 
institutions cannot be measured in the same scale. I submit that if 
representatives of the managements had been convened for a confer¬ 
ence, a formula acceptable to all could have been found. I still think 
that a conference between the Government and representatives of the 
private educational institutions should be called together to get over 
tbeso difficulties.

Mb, M. SIVATHANU PILLA1 1 Sir, even before I rose to speak, a very 
legitimate question was put to me by au honourable member on ray ' 
left as to what righthave I to speak on this motion. (Interruption). 
But anyhow, X endorse the legitimacy of that energetic question. I am 
afraid I have to speak on a motion of this sort as one who has not 
personal knowledge or experience on the subject. At the very outset 
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I raay say, Sir, that though I have not got sufficient experience of the 
graDt-in-aid educational institutions, I can speak about the condition of 
institutions in the two taluks which I represent. Some years back, 
there were just a little over a dozen grant-in-aid institutions. As a 
result of the axe applied by the Statham Report, one after another got 
truncated, so much so, only a handful of institutions which could be 
counted at the finger’s ends remain at present. In that part of Travan* 
core, the difficulty to start such institutions was found to be more or 
less a psychological defect with the people there who do not themselves 
take interest in primary education as elsewhere. Ab a result of any 
experience in this House, I have heard it said from more than one part 
of the House, in certain other places in Travanoore, grant-in-aid 
primary schools were brought into existence by way of a simple place 
of profit-earning business. The management always look to the balance 
sheet every year and think out for themselves whether they could not 
improve matters so as to earn out of them. As a matter of fact, some 
of the honourable members on this side of the House are running 
primary grant-in-aid educational institutions. One occasion I remem¬ 
ber an honourable member told me about the actual number of such 
institutions run by him and the income earned by him. I looked 
askance at him. I asked him as to what ho meant by tha 1 ', that ho 
derives an income out of it. 

PRESIDENT: The honourable member generally was speaking in a 
much clearer form and was heard much better at this end. 

MR. *. SIVATHANU PILLA1: Yes, Sir. If any experience could be 
gathered from this House, I wish to refer merely to the Government 
method of giving grants to institutions conducting primary education, 
I.ask, Sir, how it is possible to derive income out of them without 
Government noticing it. I am not surprised at the present plight of 
such institutions. Equally, I am not surprised of the fact that’ thirs 
House insists on discussing a motion of this sort on the floor of tha 
House. 

In the first instance, I may say that the Government communique 
on the subject is not happily worded. It is true that my honourable 
friend, Mr. Dominic Joseph, acknowledged with a certain amount of 
frankness that there are black sheep among managements. On that very 
account, it is not fair to condemn the agency as a whole and arrive at a 
generalised proposition. Therein the Penal Code providing for punish- 
ment of offences such as stealing, theft and numerous 'eases of theft 
or house-breaking by night arc taking place in this town of Trivandrum. 
To prevent, these offences it is no justification to ask the citizens of 
Trivandrum to undergo parole daily in the different Police Stations in 
the town. On llm oilier hand, the local police should bo whipped up 
to watch better. The Government communiqe on the subject wants 
such parole to bo undergone by grant-in-aid institutions. I conceive 
it is the paramount duly of Government to afford all facilities in the 
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matter of free primary education. I look to the day when, as the Head 
of the Administration unequivocally declared the other day, it will be 
possible for the Government of Travancore to fulfil its elementary duty 
of providing free and compulsory primary education throughout the 
State. When the Government themselves are thus determined to 
realise this laudable object as fait accompli naturally they may be 
tempted to look with fury at any the least latches on the part of mana¬ 
gements of primary institutions. I oan understand that. There may be 
institutions started with a view to compete with other like institutions 
as were referred to by Mr. Kunjithomman or with a view to propagate 
their faith or with a view to secure profit. But the Government must 
proceed by ignoring the different motives behind these institutions and 
by chastising the faults of which, I know, there are many with a view 
to correct them. In the Nile Valley there used to be said of the exis¬ 
tence of an animal called Ichuemenon which went about destroying 
crocodile eggs merely for the purpose of destruction. Here the motive 
is bad enough to condemn it-. But what is the effect of the act ? Breed¬ 
ing of crocodiles is effectively curtailed; and this in turn minimised 
danger to humar. life so people in those parts f el t oomfort and safety that' 
they constructed abodes on both sides of the river Nile and lived happily. 
Even so here, I perceive primary education is imparted by private 
agencies as well, no matter what their motives are. If people are ' 
imbued with good motives and start educational institutions with a 
view to impart instruction, it is well and good. It affords substantial 
help to the generality of people and sets an inspiring example for 
others to follow. If done with questionable motives their act must 
necessarily be brought under disciplinary measures. The managements 
every year take greater share of the duty that ought to have been per¬ 
formed by the Government. If the people at large are benefited by 
free primary education of these managements it behoves Government 
not to look into the motives behind such educational institutions. But 
their different motives when translated into any overtact, should be 
condemned forthwith. In incorrigible cases they should be wiped out: 
Bat if done for education’s sake we must congratulate the management 
and the agencies which are engaged in the work of spreading free 
primary education and Government should help them financially for¬ 
th e development of their laudable object. The Government after- 
having known that the lot of the poor grant-in-aid teachers' of 
primary institutions is in a deplorable condition should not remain 
without paying their share of contribution in the nature of war allow¬ 
ance simply because the managements are not paying their teachers 
properly and are keeping false accounts. Other servants of Govern¬ 
ment are given the benefit of that oharity from Government. I could 
understand if the communique on the subject had been left unpublished 
and if the spirit of it be circularised to these :institutions. Instead of 
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exposing the managements outright as is done at present, some persua¬ 
sion on the part of Governmenb would have improved matters pertain¬ 
ing to grant-in-aid institutions. What is stated in the Statham Oum- 
mitteeRepoii need not be considered at present. The Government should 
go ahead and persuade the managements. If the Government had 
done that, I could have understood the position. There was no need to 
proclaim in terms of condemnation about the grant-in-aid institutions 
in the State. To my conviction, there are institutions that are run on 
sound lines. Under these circumstances, I consider that the spirit of 
the communique is not happily worded. It could have stated the case ou 
a high moral plane, It could have appealed to the _ managements to 
behave in a proper manner especially at a critical period like this. My 
■honest opinion is that whatever money is set apart by Government by 
way of war allowance to teachers of private institutions could have been 
immediately given to the teachers apart from the question whether 
managements also contribute an equal share. Persuasion on the part 
of Government on the moral aspect of the situation could have created 
. very encouraging results. It would have been well on the part of 
Government not to have exposed the mass weakness of aided institu¬ 
tions. 1 am surprised to find why the institutions run by Archbishop 
_and those run by London Mission Society represented by Rev: 
"Eastaff and those by the Salvation Army, have created such a situation. 
Of all things I cannot understand why the Government should sit with 
■ composure without disbursing this two and odd lakhs of rupees. Simply 
because these three kinds of managements are not amenable Govern¬ 
ment should'be above all these considerations. They must look for the 
good of the State. Institutions may have spruing from different motives. 
It is not for Government to probe into ithoso motives ; but it is for 
Government, I realise, to bring them strictly under discipline. 

PRESIDENT: The objection of Government is that they work uuder 
totalitarian influences and so are not satisfied with supervision work by 
managements. They want a'oomplete control over all primary schools 
established in the State. If possible they would even manage thorn 
directly through the Department. 

Mr. M. SIVATHANU PILLAI : I perfectly agree and I can appreciate. 
But then the communique is unhappily worded. If I am allowed to 
say something more, the contents of the communique do not be speak of 
the dignity or the claim of Government. In these circumstances I 
appeal to Government to persuade managements to behave properly. 
Government ought not to be affected by their seeming irregularities. 
Government have fully realised that the Jog of grant-in-aid teachers is 
deplorable and that they should hasten to their rescue. When all ser¬ 
vants of Government are allowed to draw something in the shape of 
war allowance, why should this set of people alone be denied that, 
passes beyond my comprehension. There is the outstanding fact that 
Government are prepared to be charitable in this affair. 

PRESIDENT Yes: charity to whom, is the only question. 
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MR. M, SIVATHANU PILLAI : If Government can distribute charity 
to one set of their servants in a particular department no distinction 
need be maintained in regard to servants of other departments. I 
consider these primary school teachers are lin a sense under Govern, 
ment discipline. Why should not the same treatment be meted out 
to one and all Government servants or non-Government servants ? 
Why should not Government set a noble example in the matter of dis¬ 
tributing charity? Even if there be exhibitions of nauseous elements iu 
certain institutions, Government should not mind them and bo un-in- 
fluenced by that distemper. As the phrase goes, oue should not look 
a gift horse in the mouth. So far as Government is conoorned it is not 
a case of ordering charity hut dispensing it. 

Let us examine once again the Government communique on the 
subject. Mr. Yelayudhan Piliai says that the Government have kept 
back the amount intended for the purpose of distribution to aided 
school teachers. What is the reason for that ? There are managers as 
the head of the grant-in-aid institutions. If the contributions of Gov¬ 
ernment are entrusted to them, the head of the Education Department 
can exercise his right to see to the proper distribution of the same. No 
circumstance has arisen for keeping back payment. If payment is 
withheld, the state of affairs will be aggravated and greater discontent¬ 
ment will be the result. My question is only this. Have the Govern¬ 
ment determind to give a helping hand to the grant in-aid teachers who 
are under private managements ? Whether the teachors are under 
private managements or otherwise they remain as teachers. Whether 
they are controlled by Government or otherwise, they continue as 
teachers. That their lot is deplorable has been conceded by Govern¬ 
ment, I implore Government to give them help by payment of War 
allowance, I entreat Government to distribute straightaway to mana¬ 
gements this item of contribution, irrespective of their contributing a 
legitimate and equal share or not. 

PRESIDENT: There are certain managements who have said that 
they are not able to contribute even Its. 2 and that Government also 
should pay that. In that case what is the attitude of the House on 
such managements ? 

MR. M. SIVATHANU PILLAI: That matter must become the subject 
of close scrutiny by a responsible officer of the type .of Director of Public 
Instruction. 

PRESIDENT : Suppose it is found on such scrutiny that certain 
managements'are absolutely unable to pay up their, contribution 
of Rs. 2 to the teacher, should the Government pay up that? According 
to his notion of charity, should not this item of expense be meted 
out to them by Government along with their own contribution in such 
instances? 

MR, M. SIVATHANU PILLAI: It does not matter. 

PRESIDENT : It .means that Government should pay the amount 
if it comes to that =— . . 

Mr. M. SIVATHANU PILLAI ; Yes; if the management is found to be 
really poor. • ’ - - - - - . ■ 
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PRESIDENT : Another point arises out of this. If Government 
finds that managements are unable to effect even their payment of Es. 
S to the teachers, as a consequence of their very poor condition, is it the 
view of the House that Government should pay up that amount also 
along with the war allowance of Es. 2 ? 

Mr. M. SIVATHANU PILLAI : Then that is a case of cheating Gov¬ 
ernment. It is better that managements of such kind are not allowed to 
function. ■ Institutions that commit fraud should be put out of work 
instantly. As I said, if the managements are really poor from the 
financial point of view, a thorough enquiry should be conducted by the 
Director of Public Instruction in the matter- 

PRESIDENT: There is no question of dishonesty because some 
persons have gone so far as to say ‘Wecanuot possibly maintain these 
schools unless we can get two rupees for payment of the salaries of the 
teachers.’ What does the honourable member say for that? 

NlR. M. SIVATHANU PILLAI ; I am surprised at that. Why should 
they exist? For whom do they exist ? My suggestion is that if the 
Government feel that the management cou'd not themselves continue 
conducting the school, they should take up the work themselves. My 
whole point is that it is the primary duty of Government to see that* 
free education is given to everybody, and as such, the Government are 
bound to give all facilities if others take them up for that purpose. The 
teachers are doing good work and between the Government and the 
management, they have to bear the brant of the struggle. It is not a 
case of their mistake. 

PRESIDENT : Government are aware < f teachers giving receipts for 
eight rupees when they actually get five or six rupees. What is the 
influence of those teachers on the pupils ? 

MR. M. SIVATHANU PILLAI: You put them above want. That is 
the first method. Yet I know it continues. That is what we find in all 
the walks of life. The practice goes on everywhere. It evolves and 
evolves until it becomes a vicious circle covering the whole world. 

PRESIDENT : .Does the honourable member suggest that it does not 
matter whether the teachers get five rupees or six rupees, but the 
Government should pay the two rupees ? 

MR, M. SIVATHANU PILLAI: The whole thing is the mischief under 
a vicious circle. That is why I say that a piecemeal correction will not 
do, A thorough overhauling has become imperative. 

What is the poor teacher to do till then ? When the grants are 
withheld, it is he who has to suffer, it is he who has to forego his salary. 
And in these days when the price of things are soaring, it is im¬ 
possible for 'him to manage. By the time we have discussed these 
things and come to some conclusion, he would have undergone many 
difficulties and privations. Whatever may be the laudable object of 
Government, it is frustrated by the management and by all these 
wranglings. It behove this Government to allow these teachers some¬ 
thing in the nature of a war allowance of two rupees. Government 
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must give the lead in such matters. Institutions which are working in 
the wrong way may also be infected with the spirit infused by Govern¬ 
ment, and at least in future they will try to follow the example of Gov- 
ernment. What I would, therefore, appeal to Government is this: 
You pay the money, and pay it without wrangling. Pay it with grace. 
Then the teacher will get some war allowance which will relieve him 
considerably. I understand that the Government are reluctantbecause 
they do not approve of the actions of the management. But that 
should not go to deprive the teacher of what is legitimately due to him. 
That will be a hindrance to the teacher iu his work, admittedly a 
work on the foundation of national structure. 

SADASYATILAKA T. K. VELU PILLAI : I wish to say a few words on 
the motion before the House. It is my desire that the benefit contem¬ 
plated by Government should be made available to the poor teacher in 
the grant-in-aid schools as soon as it is possible. There was a time, Sir, 
when it was considered an offence on the part of teachers to exercise 
their rights and ask for more pay. And I had occasion to defend them 
and to prevent Government taking action against such people for 
asking for more. And I am therefore extremely happy that the pre¬ 
sent Government have come to the rescue of the poor teacher out of 
their spontaneous generosity. The matter before the House is au. 
extremely difficult one. If this motion contemplates a suggested censure 
on the management, I would oppose the resolution. ’ 

' PRESIDENT: It is not worded like that. 

SADASYATILAKA T. K. VELU PILLAI : No. I am sorry Sir, that 
when every one of us is discussing a matter of such importance, it ■ 
should he possible for anybody to expound principles which are capable 
of being misconstrued. I do not refer to bodies like the N. S. S. or the 
Catholic School. For. Sir, I am one who feels that notwithstanding 
certain communities doing such work it is to the glory of some persons 
that they make education possible in the State. More and more schools 
are coming forward and Government are very careful iu all legitimate 
measures. All honour to the promoters and all honour to the Govern¬ 
ment. When a private individual offers a sum of 20 or 50 thousand 
rupees to the Travaucore University, I do not believe it unless the 
payment is made. There have been various offers of payment and some 
cases where actual payments have not been made. It is very good to 
repose confidence. t But so long as human nature remains the same you 
will see that intentions sometimes are not actualities. 

My friend Mr. Sivathanu Pillai said he had no knowledge of 
schools, But I have some knowledge because I was a teacher in one of 
the private schools. When on an occasion I was given Rs.-I8 and asked 
to sign an acquittance roll for Rs. 25- it was a time when I had some 
spirit, in me. I said ‘What is the fun of giving me Rs. 18 and asking 
me to sign for Rs. 25? I am not going to do that.’ The Accountant 
complained to the manager. But the manager said ‘What is the fun 
of asking Mr- Yelu Pillai to sign for Rs. 25 when he is paid onl-y 
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Bs. 18 ? ’ What I want to point out is that this practice has been in 
existence even thirty years ago. though I' could not be prevailed upon to 
acquiesce into it. And I may say that this evil exists in other parts 
of India also. 

Before I support this motion it is my privilege to say that there 
are schools started by various foundations, religious and others, who 
have done great service to the country and their work for the last one 
hundred years has also been appreciated. It would be. ingratitude on 
my part not to recognise it. I support the motion also for the reason 
that the resolution does not contemplate in penalising the teachers. It 
is an innocuous resolution. I am not concerned with'the Government 
statements, whether they are well-worded or ill-worded.' If it comes 
before the House in another manner I would give it the same reception. 
As the time at present, is very limited, I shall avail myself of any 
future opportunity and be brief in my remarks now. 

The Government, out of their generosity, promise to give some 
money, about two lakhs of rupees to be distributed to these half-starved 
teachers. The Government say it is only a ■war-time measure, a tem¬ 
porary measure. Therefore, even as a man donating some money for 
some charitable purpose can stipulate as to how that fund should be 
spent. Government, having promised to make that payment, can 
stipulate upon the arrangements that are necessary for the distribution 
of that money.' I do not wish to make any reflection upon any manage¬ 
ment. The Government are setting out an example for them to follow. 
But this is a mere matter of beneficence, munificence, of spontaneous 
generosity. If the Government say, ‘We are doing this. We expect 
you to do likewise’, it is not any reflection upon any management. 
Therefore, Sir, this question of deciding upon the agency is entirely 
left to Government. Various difficulties may arise with regard to the 
presentation of cheques. For example teachers in schools at Thodu- 
puzha etc. may find some difficulty to go to the treasuries. These 
difficulties, I am sure, the Director of Public Instruction, will provide 
for. Therefore, I am supporting the motion.

Mr. G. JEBAMONY NADAR : Sir. I am not in favour of direct pay¬ 
ment of the war allowance to the aided school teachers. My reasons 
are these : In the matter of grant-in-aid the Government are paying it 
through the management and I do nor see why there should be a 
different rule in the payment of the war allowance. The question is 
whether Government should insist indirectly paying the teachers or 
disburse through the managers. It has been decided.. 

PRESIDENT ; I think the honourable member may note this point. 
There is no question of the Government paying or declining to pay 
anybody. The Government have no discretion in the matter. It is not 
as if Government saying: “I do not like youi so, I do not pay you ; or, 
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you teach properly, then, I shall pay you, “and so on”. The moment the 
management pay the Us. 2 the Government is automatically bound to 
pay the Re. 2. There is no question of discretion in the Govern¬ 
ment. 

Mr. C. JEBAMONY NADAR : Now then, it is decided by Government 
to pay their portion of the allowance whether the managers be good or 
bad. What I say is that if the grant can be paid by Government 
through the management, this allowance must also be"paid through 
the same ageucy. 

MR. PULIYOOR T. P, VELAYUDHAN PILLAI : If the grant is paid direct 
to the teachersi then, has the honourable member any objection to the 
allowance being paid direct ? 

MR. C. JEBAMONY NADAR : Certainly, I have no objection ; ' but: I 
say Government must adopt it as a matter of general policy. 

As to the other question of Government declining the payment of 
the sum of Es. 2 if the managements do not deposit their share, I would 
suggest that whether the managers pay or do not pay. Government 
should not withhold the amount they have sanctioned. It may be that 
some managers find it difficult to get the necessary funds; for example 
in the case of the schools run by the Roman Catholics, I know that it 
is the individual churches that have to find the amount needed for the 
maintenance and upkeep of schools and that responsibility is not on the 
Bishop. There are managers, I do not deny, who may be unwilling to 
pay; but there are others who are unable to pay, for want of sufficient 
■means. After all, whether the managers are good or bad, they are 
doing a duty incumbent on the Government. If primary education is 
to be successfully carried out by private persons and bodies it is the 
duty of Government to extend help to those who are engaged in the 
work. I wish Government to take up the whole question in that light. 
As it is, there is some sort of discouragement created on management 
schools, though I have no doubt, the Government have only good in¬ 
tentions. So, if any managements do not come forward with their share 
or, if they are unable, the Government should not fail to help the aided 
school teacher. 

I think there is also another point. These teachers are under the 
management. There iB the question of supervision by the management 
and also desciplinc. When the. teachers receive their pay and war 
allowance through the managers they would submit themselves to the 
authority of the managers. But that would not be the position if they 
are to receive their salary and allowances direct from Government. 

MR, A. GOPALA MEN ON (Director oj Public Instruction) ; Sir, the 
delay in the payment of war allowance to teachers of primary schools 
has been due to the need for preliminary investigations and the time 
taken to make the necessary arrangements for the disbursement of war 
allowance. 

I am afraid that the whole implication of the present policy of the 
Government has not been understood by some of the honourable 
members. It is now intsndid that the whole amount of the grant, 
t. «., the original giant if Es. 8 or 9 or 10 as the case may be, with 
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the additional grant cf war allowance should be paid to the teachers 
by cheques by the inspecting officers of the department. It is this 
policy that has come in for some protest or opposition from certain 
managements. That position has been made clear by some of the 
honourable members; but there appears to have been a misunderstand¬ 
ing among others. 

Now, the Government Order comprises three parts; payment of 
Rs. 2 by the management i. e , contribution and payment into the 
treasury of this Rs. *2 ; and contribution by Government of Rs. 2 more; 
and the issue of cheques for Rs. 12 or 14 as the case may be as pay¬ 
ment to the teachers. 

In_the first place, it was necessary to consult the managers of 
schools*because it implied the obligation on their part to pay Rs. 2 
more. Therefore 1 enquired of the corporate managers and asked my 
officers to enquire of other managers bow far they were agreeable to 
that proposal. Replies were received from a large number of 
managements agreeing to the proposal. Replies were also received 
from a certain number of corporate managements protesting against 
the scheme. I do not see why they should have protested. They say 
that it involved an additional responsibility to pay a similar allowance 
to other employees under them and that there is no fund for all these. 
They pretend that they do not need funds nor are they prepared to pay. 
There were other statements made in reply by other managements and 
other parties, that they are paying a war allowance already, and that 
the Rs. 2 proposed by Government may he paid to the managers con¬ 
cerned. There were others who stated that they were unable to pay 
the Rs, 2. 

Mb. P. SIVARAMA PILLAf : May I know whether they are amena¬ 
ble to direct payment by the department ? 

Mr. A. GOPALA MENON : Yes, many of them. Sir, the point on 
which opinion was invited was the grant by the management of their 
share of the allowance, because it involved an obligation on the part of 
the management to pay something more. 

The second part of the resolution related to the Government's 
paying Rs. 2. Within a few days of the submission of the Director's 
proposals the necessary funds were sanctioned by Government for the 
purpose. 

Then comes the third part, and that is that the wholegrant 
should be paid direct to the teachers. I never thought that any opinion 
should be called on this point. I have been contending in this House 
on many occasions that teachers are the employees of the management 
and that these teachers have to appeal to the management for any help 
they require. The department is dealing with the managers. Hono¬ 
urable members have stated time and again that the private school 
teacher is as much a public seivant as any Government employee. I 
was persuaded to accept that view; and in view of that, I thought 
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that if they are Government servants the Government had every right 
to pay them direct. If the managers have anything to pay ihey are at 
perfect liberty to pay them in their own way. The Government can 
pay them in whatever manner they are pleased. That was the position 
I considered reasonable. 

On the question whether the payment should be made direct to 
teachers by the Government or not, I assumed there would be no 
controversy; but, nevertheless, as the position was explained in the 
Press Communique, the whole question occasioned a change in the 
attitude of persons who originally agreed to the proposal. 

That was why the Department at any rate could not proceed fur¬ 
ther in the matter until some definite decision was taken. 

Mr. C. JEBAMONY NADAR : May I know the reason why the pay¬ 
ment was made conditional on the management paying two rupees, 
while the original grant of eight rupees was not conditional ? 

MR. A. GOPALA MENQN : I am glad that the question has been 
raised. The original grant was made on the understanding and con¬ 
dition that the grant formed 60 per cent of the salary of the teachers. 
It was assumed that the Manager would be paying the teachers Rs. 16 
per mensom and that Government would pay Rs. 8 or 60 per cent, of 
it. Similarly, when the war allowance was thought of we insisted 
that half of four rupees shall be given by the managers. 

Mr. E. P. VARGHESE : Do all the managers usually pay Rs. 16 ? 

Mr. A. GOPALA MENON : Some do, but most do not; and they are 
more than honest in such cases. 

We can agree to pay nothing more than what we have decided at 
present unless and until the management recognise its own responsi¬ 
bility in this matter. In regard to the direct payment, Government 
can pay what they intend to pay directly or indirectly as they like. 

Mr. E. P. VARGHESE: Is it not a distrust on the part of the 
managers ? 

Mr, A. GOPALA MENON : Absolutely no distrust whatsoever. All 
are honest people and there is no distrust. What tbe Government in¬ 
sist is that the teachers should receive directly the whole of what the 
Government are prepared to pay. Otherwise, complaints would be 
received that the whole of the amount has not been paid, and the 
Director would be compelled to enquire into these matters wasting 
much, of his time. We have received letters from the managements 
that they are very honest and they do not allow the right hand to know 
what the left hand does. It is very difficult for Government to come 
to a final decision whether the teachers employed under such manage¬ 
ments should be left out of consideration or whether the whole amount 
should be paid to the teachers independently. All these are matters 
which are engaging the attention of Government. 

Mr. KOTTALIL P. ABRAHAM; What control has the manager over 
these teachers ? 
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MR. a. GOPALA MENON : The managers will continue to appoint 
teachers. The managers will continue to exercise day-to-day supervi¬ 
sion. The managers" will continue to mete out all punishments in¬ 
cluding dismissal of the teachers for neglect of duty. 

PRESIDENT: Before putting this motion to vote there are three 
points which I wish to make absolutely clear. Firstly it is not the 
object ol this Government to cast any aspersions upon the management 
of any institution in this State. Secondly it is not the object of this 
Government aud it is not even their practical programme in the next 
few years to take up compulsory primary education in the whole 
State. All that I look forward to as a result of the deliberations of the 
Committee is that in urban areas compulsory primary education should 
be taken up immediately or as soon as possible after the war. 
I want to make it perfectly clear that this State, at all events, does not 
propose to act under totalitarian influences and we do not want any 
supervision or control of schools or primary schools. We are 
perfectly prepared to have the present, managements continue their 
schools. We are perfectly prepared to avoid the exercise of disciplinary 
jurisdiction. We do not want, in the words of Mr. Varghese, that this 
measure should undermine the strength of the managements or annihi¬ 
late the schools. We do not want to deprive managements of 
initiative and discretion nor are private schools intended to be 
treated as Government sohools. All that we desire to see is that the 
teachers to-day do not starve. They must be paid. The question is how 
they are to be paid. It has come to the knowledge of Government 
in many casus that what was originally intended as a half-grant towards 
the pay of the primary school teacher was not used in that way. It 
was taken for granted that a primary school teacher should get rupees 
sixteen, and Government intended to pay one-half of that amount. But 
few of them get more than eight rupees. Now Government are anxious 
on account of the special circumstances that the primary school teachers 
should b6 given a war allowance and they are prepared to give two 
rupees while they hope that the management will give two more 
rupees. Government in that way do net want to exercise any coercive 
influence over the private school managers. It is open to them to say. 
“We do not want a grant from Government. We shall make our own 
arrangement for the payment of war allowance to the te.ioharB and they 
are quite content with what we pay.” But if they want the grant we 
cannot make any distinction for them. Ecclesiastical dignataries like 
the Archbishop are above suspicion. Great corporations like the Nayav 
Service Society and S. N. D. P. Yogam are also above suspicion. But 
we cannot make any difference between the S. N. D. P. Yogam or any 
other Ezhava organisation. The question is, therefore, whether any rule 
should be laid down for the payment of war allowance which would 
apply to all the primary schools without exception. 

The motion was put to vote and carried.

Will the Government be pleased to state the quantity of paddy hither¬ 
to purchased by Government from each of the taluks of Parur and 
Kunnatnad from the I!>th of Kanni to the 15th of Thulam this year?

37 #Mr. KOTTALIL P. ABRAHAM : Will the Government be pleased 
to state the circumstances which necessitated the passing of the recent 
Tapioca Control Order and the provisions for licences under that order ? 

MR. A. S. DAMODARAN ASAN ( Food Grains Purchase Oficer) : Nu- 
merous complaints were received by Government regarding the non¬ 
availability of tapioca in the local markets for purposes of consumption 
though production of the commodity had not diminished. One of the 
main reasons for this dearth was understood to be that leading 
merchants and industrial concerns wer’e in the habit of buying raw 
tapioca at prohibitive rates and storing it in the form of dry chips with 
a view to profiteering. As a. result, the commodity went out of the 
poor man’s reach- In order to ensure its supply and to ease the pre¬ 
sent food crisis, Government were forced to take steps for controlling 
the article and for the introduction of licence system in 'tapioca busi¬ 
ness. As to the provisions for licences, the attention of the member is 
invited to the provisions of the Order, published in the Government 
Gazette dated 2-11-1943. 

Mr. G. VELU PILLAI ( rSa'unagapalli cum Kartikapalli) : May I 
know whether, after the passing of the recentlTapioca Control Order, 
tapioca is available in the local market ? 

RAJYASEVAPRAV1NA G- PARAMESWARAN PILLAI : Yes, Sir, to a large 
extent. 

Mr, G, VELU PILLAI: May I know whether tapioca is being sold 
at controlled rates at present ?

Tho mam suggestion was that 
price control itself might bo nikon away so that there might be free 
competition in the open market. There was also the opinion that while 
prioe control was maintained the price itself might be raised.

Therefore he wanted merchants of Cochin to conn: here and 
buy tapioca from Travancore which We declined to allow, as it might 
lead to abuses. We said that we would supply tapioca to Cochin but 
that supply was based on the hypothesis that Cochin does not grow 
tapioca ou any large scale. 

Mr. PUUyOOR T. P. VELAYUDHAN PILLM : May I know whether 
any quantity was not sent to Cochin ? 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PiLLAI : A certain amount 
in excess of the prescribed quota might have gone.

The Supply Department of the Government of India- and the 
Governments of Travancore"and Cochin have in mutual consultation 
'formulated a scheme which, while ensuring supplies of coir and coir 
products at reasonable prices to the Supply Department for war pur¬ 
poses, will regulate production and supply of coir and coir articles in 
the Travancore and Cochin States and help the coir industry out of 
the depression caused by the loss of its export markets. Orders for 
coir products which may probably amount in value to Rs. 44 lakhs 
will he available with the Supply Department, up to the end of the 
year 1044. Tn addition to these demands, all-demands received from 
His Majesty’s Government- and other overseas indentors will be in¬ 
cluded in this scheme. 10 per cent, of the demands for coir products 
will he reserved to British India and the, balance will he placed with 
the Travancore Government who would work in collaboration with 
the Government of Ooohin regarding allocation of orders os between 
the two States, Ceiling prices to ho in operation no to the end of 
1944 have already been fixed for certfti n varieties of coir yarn ; prices 
for other varieties will have to he in parity with these prices. The 
price basis for manufactured products will he worked out with re¬ 
ference to the ceiling prices and the cost of production of selected 
firms. In order to work this schema a Trade Committee is being 
established with the following gentlemen as members to represent the 
Travancore Government and tho coir interests in the Travancore

But there are certain very 
definite reasons in respect of Courts for not having business on Sundays 
which do not apply to the other departments. I have myself attended 
vjvy important meetings of committees in England on Sundays, com¬ 
mittees instituted by the India Office and other departments in the 
British Government. They have held meetings on Sundays in 
England and I ha. e attended them. The Government of India very 
often hold special meetings on Sundays and the Madras Government 
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have also fixed many meetings on Sundays. and those meetings have 
taken place on Sundays- It there is any person who is inconvenienced 
by it, he generally sends word that it is inconvenient. If the sense of the 
House is—and I do not wish to make any change m the matter—that 
formal meetings of committees and even informal meetings should not 
be held on Sundays, (Government will be only too glad to fall in with 
its wishes.

Mr. E. U, SALTER : Personally I feel that having regard to the 
exigencies which are created by tne international situation it is 
absolutely impossible to say that so far as the Transport Department 
is concerned no meeting will be held on a Sunday. Again, if I am to 
express a personal opinion 1 strongly object to the suggestion. I sug-. 
gest that-sight should not be lost of the fact that the chairman of that 
Committee is a Christian, but he is a Christian who does not allow 
ethics to stand in the way of the country’s war efforts. 

SADASYAfILAKA T. K. VELU PILLAI: Some years ago on a New 
Moon Day, the Legislative Council held its meeting.

COMPLAINT ABOUT THE PENDENCY OF 
ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS. 

Mr. M. R. NARAYANA PILLAI : Sir, the constitution has allowed us 
the right to ask questions and put supplementary questions, and the 
rules lay down that IS days’ notice should be given to the Secretary. 
The 15 days’ notice evidently is meant for the Government Officers to 
prepare the answers. Yesterday the Chief Secretary said that the 
Christmas holidays intervened. The holidays were marked in the 
calendar. We knew it already. In any case I am unable to under¬ 
stand how the later question, Numbers 79, 92, 913 etc., could be 
answered when a very large number of earlier questions remains un¬ 
answered. • 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAI: The'answer is 
▼cry simple. Questions are not being answered in the numerical order 
in which they are received. It will depend entirely upon the nature 
of the information called for, 
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PRESIDENT : Sometimes draft answers from departments or Offi¬ 
cers which are not considered satisfactory are returned to them for 
further consideration. Sometimes there is delay on that account. 

Mr. M. R. NARAYANA PILLAI: When you are given time to answer 
questions and when a period is fixed by the rules, the answer should 
be ready, if the questions were received in time. That is what I want 
to say. I want to know whether the Government have any definite 
principle in the answering of questions or whether they simply act 
according to their own fancy. 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAI: There is no ques¬ 
tion of fancy. 

Mr. M. R. NARAYANA PILLAI: It is scant courtesy to the House 
that in spite of repeated representations here only a very small number 
of questions are answered; we found that yesterday only 21 questions 
were answered. Today there is a marked improvement. Instead of 
21 we have got 22. 

PRESIDENT ; The whole difficulty could be overcome if only the 
honourable members, instead of waiting for the 15 or 16 days before 
the-Assembly meets, send up questions, say from to-morrow onwards 
for the next session. In that case the necessary information 
could be collected and the answer furnished at the next meeting of the 
Assembly. In the Houseiof Commons, questions are sent about B or4 
months before the actual mealing of the Parliament. Every member 
of Parliament thinks that it is his duty to send up proposals or ques¬ 
tions on matters of importance. He does not wait till the 15th or 16th 
day. Supposing an honourable member sends up 15 or 20 questions 
just before the Assembly meets and asks the Secretary that ail these 
questions should be answered at the next session of the Assembly. 
They have got to be tabulated and the necessary information called for 
which will mean some time. 

Mr. M. R. NARAYANA PILLAI: Even during the last Budget. Session 
the average number of questions answered was between 15 and 20. 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAI : Between 50 

and 60, 

MR. M. R. NARAYANA PILLAI: But not during the last Budget 
Session. I challenge the Chief Secretary’s statement.

STATEMENT RE : DIESEL OIL. 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAI: A supplementary 
question was put yesterday, and in answer to that, further information 
was promised to be laid on the table today. I wish to place before the 
House a statement regarding the Diesel Oil Supply. 

“ The requirements of Diesel Oil necessary for Punja cultivation 
and the distribution of snoh oil for this purpose have beer 
undertaken since 1118 by the Knttanad Pnnja Cultiyatlon Or 
Distribution Board whiohis onon-oflioial body, the Convene. 
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being Mr. N. Eama Aiyar. The Tahsildars of Kottayami 
Changanacherry aad Ambalapuzha and the Special Punj a 
Officer are coopted as members of the Board. It is understood 
from.Mr. Rama Aiyar that in 1118 the total quantity of diesel 
oil allotted was nearly 1,072 tons for a total area of nearly 
one lakh of acres. It is staled that on additional area of 
7,000 oore& of back-water Ka.yal lands and over x0,000 aorea 
of shallow water plots have been taken over for cultivation 
this year. It was, however, found that the oil companies had 
budgeted only for 776 tons of Diesel oil for this year. The 
Government were therefore asked to arrange immediately for 
at loastlOO tons of oil in addition. On aprovious requisition 
made by Hr. Rama Aiyar to Government, the Controller of 
Supplies was asked to sanotion am additional quota of 200 
tons. As soon as further communication was received the 
Controller of Supplies, Madras, was asked that the original 
allotment of 200 tons might bo enhanoed to 700 tons. I am 
glad to state that the Controller of Supplies took prompt 
action and replied that the oil companies have been instruc¬ 
ted to release adequate quantity of Diesel Oil to meet the 
situation in the pumping areas. Mr. Kama Aiyar got 
into touch with the agents of the oil companies who had by 
thattime increased tho original allotment of 776 tone to 1034 
tons. Representatives of the Oil Companies wore of the view 
that they could recommend to the Controller for sanction of 
additional quotas only if guarantee could bo given that the 
oil distributed to the cultivators was actually utilised for 
pumping operations rnd for nothing else and that Borne body 
must take up the responsibility for this, and if it ultimately 
came out that oil was found to have gone into misuse the 
responsibility therefor must be fixed on 'the Board, if 
the Board' oould not take up (he responsibility the 
Company would find machinery for doing the distribution 
themselves. Mr. Rama Aiyar stated that the Board oould not 
take up this responsibility. Mr. Bartley has, therefore, en¬ 
quired whether the Punja Special Officer oould give a guarantee 
on behalf of Government. It 1 b also seen that the Company has 
appointed a Ompany’s Engineer to be at the spot to assess 
actual requirements for pumping operations. Some difference 
of opinion had arisen between'the Engineer on the one hand 
and the Board on the other as to the quota required for con¬ 
sumption per acre. 

The whole question was dlsoussed by Mr. Bartley with me and it 
was agreed that a reasonable settlement oould be arrived at 
by mutual discussion between tho Punja Special Offioer, Com. 
pany's Engineer and Mr, Rama Aiyar. The Pnnja Speoial 
Officer has since disoussed the matter with Mr. Bartley and 
asked for immediate instructions being issued to the Com¬ 
panies to enpply 160 tons next week, Telegraphio Communi¬ 
cations have already been issued to Mr Bartley on thissubjeot 
and I am glad to say that a telegram has just been received 
that they have recommended immediate release of 340 tong

and that 110 tons were being supplied today (10-1-1941) and 
that they will telegraph further release immediately after 
eanotion is obtained from the Controller. ” 

The Special Punja Officer has also telegraphed to me this morn¬ 
ing as follows :— 

“ Reference Phonocom of yesterday regarding diesel oil supply 
Position very hopeful. Regular supply expected from to 
morrow. Company's local representatives render full support. 
Existing arrangement for distribution may continue this 
season. "

however remotely connected with the Government of India, has visited 
the State. People who present memorials to such people do not realise 
that these memorials must necessarily go to the waste-paper basket 
an 1 will be consigned definitely to the was 1 e-paper basket when those 
are sent to us, as they always are. The second point is that if non¬ 
officials receive deputations and memorials they will, unless they bring 
it to the notice of Government in a friendly capacity, have their 
competence unrecognised. 

Pandit Hridayanath Kunzru is himself the son of a very’great man, 
Pandit Ayodyanath Kunzru, and a member of the Servants of India 
Society. Speaking for myself, I may say, he is a man of infinite self- 
sacrifice who has given up his career for public service. He came here 
for a stay of 24 hours. To him was addressed a memorial complain¬ 
ing about the diesel oil question, complaining of rationing, complaining 
of the scarcity of sugar in the coastal districts, complaining that jaggery 
was not given to Shertala and Chirayinkil while Trivandrum and 
Quilongot a lot of it 1and complaining that too much money was 
collected for the Vanchi Poor Pnnd and that no money was avail¬ 
able at Alleppey for payment to poor students, It was that gentleman 
who suggested that all the students of the State should be fed free by 
the Government.

MR. S. KRISHNA AIYAR : Sir, I lay claim to some piacToal. 

. PRESIDENT : Will the honourable member kindly raise his voice? 

MR. S. KRISHNA AIYAR : I lay claim to some practical experiences 
of hill cultivation. The resolution put before the House envisages the 
cultivation of 600,000 acres under the direct supervision of the Govern, 
rnent. 600,000 acres when divided by «40 would give us nearly 800 
sq. miles of land. This area will have necessarly io be from the 
reserves. No doubt there were misapprehensions in certain quarters 
in that private lands also were thought of for the purpose. An 
honourable member just now said that there was quite a lot of land in 
one of the hills fit for paddy cultivation. But I can assure him tbat 
there is not even one acre of land fit for cultivation there, because it is 
on an elevation of about 3,900 ft. and is an exe> dingly wind-swept 
area. The rainfall over there, ordinarily, is about 250 inches per year 
sometimes rising to 342 so that it may be said to hold seoond place in 
the rainfall records standing next to ChirapunjL 

There are again certain misapprehensions as to the existence of 
large grassy areas useful for paddy cultivation in the State. If there are 
such areas, they must be in the possession of the Forest Department. 
Firstly we should consider whether those arena arc useful for cultiva¬ 
tion of food crops. As my honourable friend, Mr. Kunjitbommen, 
pointed out e irlier most of those areas are windswept and were, there¬ 
fore, unfit for paddy cultivation. The result of auction of such areas 
might have convinced the Conservator of Forests as to the utility of 
such lands for paddy cultivation. However, without jeopardizing the 
interests of the community in general the Government as well as the 
people must be prepared to make sacrifices. But 800 sq. miles is s 
large order. As was observed earlier. Government could do something 
for the benefit of the population by throwing op.n limited areas from 
the reserves for cultivation. 

The second aspect of tbe matter is that the areas are proposed to 
be cultiva ed under the direct supervision of the Government. This I 
suggest, is a disputable idea. There has been a fatality attaching to 
Commercial concerns, worked by or supported by the State. I may trace 
back tbe history from the days of the Punilur Paper Mills. There the 
Government had to pay the shareholders all their losses as Government 
had guaranteed the capital. When Government finds the capital cr [ art 
of the capital, we find a sort of irresponsibility creeping into such con¬ 
cerns, so that snoh concerns do not work satisfactorily. If the cultiva¬ 
tion, of lands is undertaken direct by Government it might certainly 
spell disaster; Government servants cannot be taken to be technicians, 
in cultivation or any other industry. As observed yesterday, Govern- 
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ment servants are there for a specific purpose and are trained for s 
specific purpose. They may be able to make good speeches but can they 
make good. 

PRESIDENT : 1 do not think that the honourable member need 
labour on that point, because there is no sincere convert from one 
avocation to the other. 

MR. S. KRISHNA A1YAR : Government must be prepared to saerifioe 
limited portions of their reserves for present existence, and not merely 
conserve for a future which depends on the present. 

Mr. K. DOMINIC JOSEPH (Vaikom cum Kottayum) ; I wish to make 
one ori two observations with regard to the points raised by the Chair. 
We are asked to give our opinion regarding the leasing out of forest 
lands for paddy cultivation in the light of the result of the hill-paddy 
schema in Cochin. In this connection we are heartened to hear that the 
recent decision announced by the Government with regard to the 
leasing out ot forest lands for cultivation is only a tentative one and that 
the Government keeping an open mind with regard to that matter and 
also that the Government is open to conviction. It is true that the hill 
paddy scheme in Cochin was a failure, but that does not show that the 
hills are not suitable for paddy cultivation. It only shows— 

PRESIDENT : I did not dogmatise on that matter. I merely 
wanted information from members who might know enough about the 
ins and outs of that experiment and desired them to give us the benefit 
of their experience or knowledge so that we might guard against 
similar mistakes here. That is all. 

Mr. K. DOMINIC JOSEPH : The failure of the hill paddy soheme in 
Cochin only shows that if the Government embark upon such agri¬ 
cultural experiments of a vast magnitude which is not within the 
competence of Government officers, no successful results could be 
achieved. It is well-known that for proper cultivation of extensive 
areas, adequate labour is needed. I am told that even for harvest, 
there was not sufficient labour population available in Cochin, for, they 
:had been deflected to other fields' of activity. Many of them had 
gone to Assam, and some others had gone for war Bervice. Even for 
reaping paddy, there was not adequate labour force. .For these reasons, 

I think that the failure of the Cochin hill paddy cultivation has not 
much significance to Travaucore. As Mr. Krishna Aiyar suggested. 
Government should not undertake the carrying out of such schemes. As 
my honourable friend, Mr. Kunjithommen, has suggested, small blocks 
of laud could be leased oul to the actual cultivator, In a 'juncture like 
this, it is unsafe to depend on tiro import of food materials. Certainly 
import was the quiokest and the beat under the circumstances. But it 
is not the safest thing to rely on outside paddy. There is the possibility 
of outside crop failing at any time. Transport may fail us. The exi¬ 
gencies of war may spring on us many surprises and in these circum- 
Atanoes, it is advisable to depend upon our own resources and aho 
develop them to the utmost. There is adequate land fit for paddy culti¬ 
vation in the State. I submit that honest and strennous attempts 
thpuld be made to produce as much paddy as possible within the State 
by leasing out suitable areas from within the Government forests (l 
' " Y-ebSiUI. So, 2, - ' 
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■R. VARKALA K. MADHAVAN {Ohiraymls.il cum Nedu»angad) : I n 
the matter of extensive cultivation of :paddy, ryots are undergoing 
certain difficulties, so much so that, even if lands are made available to 
them, I doubt whether extensive cultivation is possible. In the matter 
of agricultural implements there is difficulty for the ryots. Some of the 
implements are of primitive kind and they are not available in ade¬ 
quate numbers. In these circumstances, I doubt whether they could 
gat on with cultivation for long. All these needs have to be looked 
into from the point of view of extensive cultivation. 

As regards the reclamation of backwaters suggested by the Dewan, 
I am of opinion that the idea is commendable. The scheme ought to 
he tried whatever be the risks that Government will have to face. 
Once upon a time Kayaneolam back water was a sheet of extensive punja 
fields and the tradition is that it wsb later on convened into backwaters. 

PRESIDENT : he tradition is that it was a punja field before the 
days of Baja Martanda Varma. 

MR. VARKALA K. MADHAVAN : Yes, Sir. If the proposed scheme is 
tried, I am sure it will end in success. g,

Mb. K. S. SABASTIAN : Sir, in supporting this resolution X would 
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from the point of view of industrial and military advancement. When 
they come back, something must be done for them, otherwise a large 
number of legitimately discontented people will exist in the State. And 
honourable members of *his House, with their political knowledge, must 
realise that the demobilised soldier has been, from the time of Julius 
Caesar down to 1923, the reason for revolutions in States, because a 
person of that type having made all the sacrifices for the country comes 
back and is asked to starve and is not prepared to starve. Therefore, 
we mast make up our minds that people who hove risked their lives 
for the country should have something to do and the only way in 
which it can be done is to engage as many of them as possible on in¬ 
dustries and others to settle ou land. That is a proposition which must 
he acceded to, because the danger of not acceding to it is groat. That 
was what I meant. 

NIr. K. S. SABASTIAN: The areas set apart for such soldierB, I 
would suggest, may even now be used for production' of food grains. 
The present arrangement need be only for a temporary lease for the 
production of foodstuffs alone. That, does not mean that these lands 
will pass into the hands of private people. My submission is that we 
have to follow the example that has been shown by the neighbouring 
States of Cochin and Mysore. Cochin has recently published a notifi¬ 
cation inviting people for the cultivation of Government lands with 
food crops on liberal terms and they have thrown open considerable 
extent of land for the production of foodstuffs. So also is the case 
with Mysore. It is high time that Travancore also followed the exam¬ 
ple of those two States in this connection. Paddy alone need not be 
cultivated. Tapioca may also be raised. Tapioca is an article of food 
which will go a great way in relieving the food situation of the present 
day. I would, therefore, once again draw the pointed attention of 
Government to the suggestions offered by the Economic Development 
Board. 

The House rose for lunch at 2 p. M., and re-assembled at 3 p. M. 

Mu. K. S. SABASTIAN ; Sir, in view of the serious food situa- 

PRESIDENT : Order, order. As honourable members know, the 
debate on the food situation will commence at half past three and as on 
this matter the departmental answers will no doubt’ be made available 
to honourable members, the other members who wish to speak on the 
present subject must curtail their remarks. 

Mr. K. S. SABASTIAN: I would dare to suggest that Government 
would be able to set apart at least a lakh of acres of forest lands for 
cultivation of food crops, whether the crops be paddy, tapioca or any¬ 
thing else, and I would request the Government to take prompt 
measures so that cultivation may be made possible even this year it¬ 
self. This is all that I wash to submit to the House for its considera¬ 
tion. 

Mr. KOTTALIL P. ABRAHAM: “A drowning man catches at a 
straw.” 1 take it that it is in that spirit this resolution has been moved 
by the honourable member. He has brought the subject more than 
once before the Honse and he believes in putting forward again the 
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same resolution simply because he feels that the present appalling 
position relating to the food situation must be solved somehow or* 
other. Instead of saying that convenient forest areas should be thrown 
open to the ryots in the State, he recommends that the cultivation of 
those areas should be made by the Government themselves. Such ia 
the dire necessity felt in the matter of solving the food problem. Per¬ 
sonally I do not think that the opening of forest areas for cultivation 
in the manner suggested by the honourable member will be of any prac- 
tical use. Difficulties have been pointed out by some of the previous 
speakers, for instance, the honourable member Mr. Kochu Thommen, 
in the case of parcelling out the lands in pieces to several poor ryots. 
Mr, Kunjithommen on the other hand has been showing that the dis- 
tributioa or parcelling out of lands among the poor agriculturists 
would go a long way in solving the present food problem. Opinions 
on this matter will of course differ. In fact I koosv personally that 
some parts of the forest areas, now thrown open and already auctioned 
out for cultivation among the ryots, are not at all cultivated for various 
reasons. Those reasons have been already stated at one time to-day 
on the floor of this House by the Conservator of Porests himself, The 
opening of further areas, I fear, would eud only in the same result. 
Neverthless, in order to alleviate the people’s cry, much arising from 
sheer sentiments, I associate myself with the view that a few more 
acres may be thrown open for deserving applicants for the proper 
cultivation of suitable crops. It may be that paddy cannot be cultivated . 
in all the areas, but there are other food crops, foodgrains like pulses 
and tapioca and similar edible roots that may be cultivated in those 
areas where paddy will not thrive. The idea of cultivating all the 
swampy areas with paddy may not be of very great practicability. Still, 
even the cultivation of tapioca and other food materials in suitable 
areas may ease the bituatiuu to a large extent. In spite of the possible 
opposition uf the Conservator of Forests to this resolution, I submit 
with reluctance that it is worth while trying to throw open for culti¬ 
vation by the ryots some further convenient areas of the forest though 
not to the same extent as suggested in the resolution and in that 
sense, I recommend the resolution for the acceptance of the House. 

Sir, a question was just now put to me by my immediate neigh¬ 
bour seated on my right hand side whether the Conservater has opposed 
the resolution. From what is taking place before the House, I thought 
that he would be opposing the resolution. 

PRESIDENT: 1 request honourable members to confine their 

arguments lo a few nunuus, because I will have to call upon the Con¬ 
servator presently. 

RAJYASEVANIRATHA S. CHATTANATHA KARAYALAR (Vathmapuram 
cum Shcncottah) : tfir, the object of the resolution seems to be to press 
upon the attention of the House the necessity for augmenting the pro¬ 
duction of food. If that be the object, I do not think there will be any 
quarrel either from this side or the other side. But, the wording of 
the resolution suggests that 500,000 acreB of laud should he cultivated 
under the direct supervision of the Government, and therefore, it pre¬ 
supposes that this extent of land is at present available and that 
it can be brought under cultivation. I think these are the piesuuaj)- 
lioni which are underlying this resolution. 
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Let me just examine how far these presumptions are correct. I 
should like to know whether 500,000 acres of land are available for 
cultivation. Presumably the mover of the resolution intends that this 
extent of land can and should be thrown out for cultivation from the 
forest areas. But, if this is thrown out for cultivation, it would mean 
that about one-third of the total extent of forest area will cease to exist 
as forests. 1 would like to ask whether such a large extent of forest 
area can be disafforested without in any way jeopardising the future of 
the country from the point of view of cultivation. It would materially 
affect the rainfall in the country. liven supposing, for argument’s 
sake, that this extent of land can be thrown out and brought undor ' 
cultivation, let me ask whether it can be taken up as an immediate 
practical proposition. Cultivation of 500/00 acres of land would mean 
the procurement of enormous quantities of seed, and manure, the 
availability of adequate agricultural labour and of cattle. Can all these 
things be solved within a measurable distance of time ? That is the 
point of view from which the problem has to be faced. What I want 
to suggest is that it cannot be taken up as an immediate problem'for 
solution. It can be taken up only as a long-range problem. That is 
the practical point of view whioh I should like to take on this matter 
and to impress upon this House. 

The next question is that the cultivation of this large area of land 
is proposed to be brought under the direct supervision of the Govern¬ 
ment. Obviously, it is an impossible proposition. Let me remind 
the House in this connection that the total extent of wet land which is 
under cultivation in the State is after all 600,000 acres only and I will 
a3k the honourable members to visualise the magnitude of the pro¬ 
blem involved jn cultivating 500,000 acres of land for raising paddy. 

These are the points of view which I wanted to place before the 
House, but by making those observations, I do not wish to suggest that 
the problem should not be tackled. The scheme can be worked only 
to a very limited extent immediately. All that can be attempted at 
the moment is to make lands available for cnltivation to the extent 
possible and aB resources in men and materia) permit. 

RAO BAHADUR T. V. VENKATESWARA AYYAR : May I, at the outset, 
inform the honourable House that Government have been sympathetic 
from the beginning of the war to the spirit of the resolution and have 
been trying their very best to allot areas both from reserved forests 
and from amongst lands left uncultivated outside reserved forests for 
the purpose of food production. In so far as the areas inside the re. 
served fores! s are concerned, it might interest the House to know what 
■has already been done during the year 1118. 

Bor cultivation during last year, an area of 2,700 acres of swamps, 
■.about 1,600 acres of reed areas, over 2,000 acresjof grassy area in the 
’ plains and -about 3,800 acres of grassy areas on the hills above an ele¬ 
vation iof. 2,000 feet, were surveyed and offered to the public. This 
totalleiMfi! area of 10,000 acres out of which the area actually occupied 
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by the cultivators was only 3,700 acres, leaving a balance of 4,600 acres 
unoccupied. In addition to this 10,000 odd acres offered to the public 
for food production, over 2,000 acres were occupied under what is 
known as the Taungya regeneration of teak and jungle woods, and all 
these 2,000 odd acres were actually cultivated. Let us first enquire into 
the reasons why only about half of the area actually offered to the pub ■ 
lie was really occupied and taken up for cultivation and why out of the 
nearly 6,000 acres of land oocupied, only about 4,000 acres were actually 
put under cultivation. As has been pointed out by my honourable 
friend, the Deputy President, there was the dearth of proper seeds for 
the cultivation of such enormous areas for which no preparations had 
previously been made. Secondly, there 'is the actual failure of the 
leasee for a variety of private reasons which we cannot enguire into. 
Lastly, perhaps owing to untimely rains, which were much earlier 
last year than in previous years, certain areas could not be taken up for 
cultivation. If, therefore, as has been pointed out by the Deputy Pre¬ 
sident, large areas are opened up and given over for cultivation, the 
very same difficulties are likely to recur, so that it would 'be wise to 
proceed cautiously so long as the areas can be made available from 
suitable places. 

Well, the resolution does not require the 500,000 acres to be 
allotted from the Reserved Forests. That is one thing in favour of 
the resolution. The Geusns of 1931 discloses that Jabout 3,00,000 of 
acres wero left uncultivated among the registry holders. The Census 
of 1941 discloses that nearly 4,00,000 out of these 8,00,000 odd acres 
have since been brought under cultivation leaving a balance of a little 
oyer 4,00,000 of acres of what are regarded as cultivable lands still 
available for food production outside the Reserved Forests and in re* 
gisteren holdings. If the mover of the resolution had in his view the 
bringing of these 4,00,000 of acres under cultivation, there would 
have bren no serious objection to his recommendation. But some of 
the honourable members appear to have an idea that all these 5,00,000 
of acres are to come from the Reserved Forests. Let us see what the 
proposals of some of the honourable members are. My honourable 
frieud, Mr, Knnjithoinmen, suggested that a belt of Forest Reserve, four * 
miles wide, nearest the western boundary of the Reserved Forests 
should be handed over for the production of food crops to a total 
extent of 5,00,000 of acres. This, as has been pointed out by my 
honourable friend, Mr. Krishna Iyer, would amount to 800 sq. miles. 

The total extent of laud under Reserved Forests in Travancore is 2,400 
sq. miles. Oul of these over a thousand sq. miles are above 2,000 feet 
elevation consisting of grassy plains or tshola lands, fit for' cardamom 
cultivation, or bleak hills and precipitous rocks. This is not immedia¬ 
tely available for cultivation or for purposes of raising timber or for 
any other forest produce except tea or cardamom. That would leave 
us 1.400 sq. miles of Reserved Forests out, of which if we destroy 800 
sq. miles which is more than half, and which is situated in the most 
easily accessible part of Travancore, the forest Department and the 
State would be hit with about 600 sq. miles of forests .removed from 
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the neighbouring population and from which it will be very difficult 
to exploit timber and other forest produce and make them available 
for the people or for the market at reasonable rates. Even as it is, 
the price of timber and firewood particularly in the State has gone up 
very considerably. So far as the price of fire-wood is concerned, it is 
easy to see that this high increase is due to the fact that the reserved 
forests are all relegated to the furthermost eastern belt of Travancore 
and not distributed more or less equitably throughout the whole of the 
Stale as they ought to have been for the proper distribution of forests 
on an economic basis. If wo are now to encroach upon the nearest 
belt of forests to a width of four miles, as I have already explained, we 
shall only be destroying the most accessible and the most economically 
valuable of our forests. And the. consequence of such a policy—it is 
unnecessary for me to dilate upon. It is necessary for the conservation 
of the forest growth, it is necessary for the prevention of erosion and 
the regulation of flow in the rivers and for the general agricultural 
prosperity of the agricultural lands of the State. 

It has been suggested that I his 400 sq uare miles should be handed 
over for cultivation almost immediately. Well, what is to happen to 
all the trees that arc standing in thiB area ? They have got to be 
removed and felled and sent to the market. Is it possible to do that, 
or is it intended that all these trees should be felled and burned to 
ashes ? What is the value of-the forest trees in these 400 square 
miles that are thus to be destroyed ? It will be interesting for the hon¬ 
ourable members to learn that ono aero of forest in the locality which 
it is proposed to convert into an area for food production would sell for. 
about Bs. 1,000 by way of income by the sale of the standing trees. 
Well, multiply five lakhs of acres by 1,000 and you will realise the 
amount of destruction that would be brought by the burning of those 
trees. The figure I think would run up to a colossal or astronomical 
magnitude. 

Then, it was stated that food crops should be grown for three 
years in that area and that at the end of that period it should be 
planted up with teak under what is known as the Tmngya system. After 
taking three crops from a forest area once destroyed, can anybody ex¬ 
pect, to grow anything successfully ? All the manure would have been 
destroyed. Manure which has been collected for about a hundred 
years would have been destroyed and the tree would not grow for years 
to the same height as the trees grown in a forest which is burned over 
and immediately planted up with teak and an agricultural crop as is the 
practice in the State for the last twenty years. This is one thing 
against the proposal of my friend Mr. Kunjithommen. 

Another thing: Is it possible to produce seeds and seedlings to 
the extent necessary 1 My friend said that there are 18,000 acres of 
teak plantations in the State. Do they produce seeds in every acre? 
May I inform the honourable House that not more than about 1,000 
acres of this is ripe enough for producing seeds. Even as it is. we find 
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it difficult to collect all the seeds we require. That apart how much of 
these 800 sq. miles is suitable for teak ? We know to our cost that out 
of the 20,000 acres that are already planted, not more than one-fourth 
is really suitable for teak. I mean teak of good qualify. The pity is 
that it will never grow to a proper height for 200 years. What is the 
use of destroying magnificent forests that we have now got and produc¬ 
ing bad teak if it is possible to do so ? 

MR. KOTTALIL P. ABRAHAM : Can we not plant it with plywood 
trees like Elavoo ? 

RAO BAHADUR T. V. VENKATESWARA AYYAR : We have known the 
technique of planting teak in the State, but we do not find enough 
seedlings to plant up more than 100 acres now.. But regarding the 
technique of planting other trees, we know very little. True, some 
success has been achieved here, but before the proper technique has 
been developed, and before areas suitable for different varieties of tim¬ 
ber have been studied or before the specification of the areas is defini¬ 
tely known, it would be sheer folly to enter upon a scheme of planting 
the area which is more or less 800 square miles. 

I hope I have now made plain to the honourable members the 
impracticability of the scheme proposed by my friend Mr. Kunji- 
thommen, But as I have already informed the honourable members 
of the House at the very outset, Government have been sympathetic 

towards finding suitable areas within reserved forests for raising. 

, PRESIDENT : Order, order. The time for the adjournment motion 
having arrived, this resolution shall stand adjourned. Mr. Sabastian 
will move his motion. 

ADJOURNMENT MOTION. 

MR. K. S. SABASTIAN : I beg leave to move that “the business of the 
House be adjourned for the purpose of discussing a definite matter of 
urgent public importance, namely, the seriouB situation created in the 
State by the Tapioca Control Orders”. 

I would like at the outset to state that my discussion would relate 
only to the two recent orders of Government, namely B. O. O. No. 7943 
dated the 2nd November 1943 and R. O. C. No. 3407 dated the 2nd 
January 1944, The first order regulates the transport of tapioca in 
. private'vehicles. Any quantity more than five rnaunds of tapioca chips 
or 24 rnaunds of ripe tapiooa could not be transported except finder a 
licence from Government. Further no tapioca can be transported from 
one division to another division except under a permit. The second 
Order controls the price of raw tapioca as 12.- pounds for one chuckram 
and half u pound of boiled chips for one ehuckram. 

Ido fully appreciate the anxiety on the part of Government 
to ease the food situation in this State somehow or. other, .and it has 
been explained in this House by the President yesterday that the 
Tapioca Control measure is only one of the attempts of the. Govern¬ 
ment to solve the food problem of the State. But I am afraid that 
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instead of solving the food problem we are only complicating the pro¬ 
blem by such measures. Hitherto the tapioca cultivator had only 
three kinds of enemies to reckon with. They are the rats, bandicoots 
and thieves. Now two more have been added to the list. They are 
the low paid Revenue subordinate and the low paid Police subordinate. 
These two enemies are more malignant to the poor tapioca cultivator. 
Occasions may arise when these two enemies are more malignant to the 
poor ryots than the enemies of the former category. Very recently I 
had occasion to go around the various pakuthiee of Ohanganacherry 
taluk and I learned from first-hand experience about the various vagaries 
committed by the Proverthioars there. I am sure that the Govern¬ 
ment will not be able to control these mischievous men by any sort of 
threatening. With a low income, a low pay and a low culture some of 
these persons cannot be improved at all by any sort of chastisement 
from Government. Of course there are good men among them, bat 
they are not many. So it is oar duty to see that such powerful weap¬ 
ons as the Defence Act is not given to the hands of mischievous 
elements like these. It is easy to say that we have controlled the price 
of this or that thing but it is difficult to enforce these measures in 
practice. There is no use to keep those control measures as a dead 
letter. Let me draw the.attention of the House to the fact that even 
under the pretext of a harmless legislation, certain officers may play 
mischiefs and cause hardship to the masses of the poor agriculturists. 
Apart from that the price fixed by the Government is so unreasonably 
low and so inadequate to meet the cost of production. It has been 
stated by the Ohief Secretary this morning at the question time that the 
opinion of the Food Advisory Committee was before the Government 
when the measure was enacted. I happen to be a member of the Food 
Advisory Committe? and to my knowledge it was the unanimous opin¬ 
ion of the Food Advisory Committee that the price of tapioca ought 
not to be controlled, and the Chief Secretary, I think as the Chairman 
of the Committee, gave an assurance that it was not in the contem¬ 
plation of the Government to control the price of tapioca. 

Mr. M. S1VATHANU PILLAI : No, it was not correct. 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAI: That is not cor¬ 
rect, Sir.

It has been remarked by tbe Chief Secretary that he would look 
into the details of this question. 

Mr. M. SIVATHANU PILLAI: May I know whether , the honourable 
member will please recall to mind the statement made to that effeot 
by the Chief Secretary in the course of the proceedings of the Food 
Control Committee ? 

PRESIDENT : All that I can say is that immediately after the 
meeting of the committee on tbe 11th December 1943, the matter 
came before me for orders. It has been found recorded that some of 
tbe members expressed the view that price control may be raised in 
■respect of tapioca while others suggested instead that the control price 
may be enhanced. That was what was stated to be the result of the 
Committee’s deliberations and which was placed before me for orders. 
And I there stated that the enhancement of the price has to be con¬ 
sidered immediately. So there seems to be some mistake in the honour¬ 
able member’s recollection. 

MR. K. S. SABASTIAN: If I remember aright it was the definite 
opinion of the. Committee that tapioca control was unnecessary. 

RAJYASEVAPRAVINA G. PARAMESWARAN PILLAI; In fact, the sense 
of the Committee was recorded on various points by Mr. Sivathanu 
Pillai. 

Mr. M. SIVATHANU PILLAI ; Being a member of the Committee 
myself, I might say that the statement attributed to the Chief Secret¬ 
ary is not correct at all. 

Mr. K. S. SABASTIAN : I do not wish to pursue the matter further 
now. 

The price fixed at present is far from satisfactory. Government 
have not taken into consideration the fact that labour charges have 
gone up, prices of manure have gone up, and also the prices of agricul¬ 
tural implements have also gone up more than five times. One cooly 
who used to be paid only four annas before has to be paid One rupee 
and annas two at present. A spade which cost Re. 1 before, now costs 
Rs, 3 and the cost of manure is more than three times what it was 
before. 

. Mr. VA.RKALA K. MADHAVAN : Does the honourable member say 
that the cost of these, things are uniform throughout Travancore ? 

MR. K. S, SABASTIAN : It may vary according to local conditions. 
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PRESIDENT : I was really wondering— I do not have intimate 
knowledge of the local conditions—whether manure plays a great part 
in the growth of tapioca. I do not know whether much more of agri¬ 
cultural implements than spades are necessary. 

Hr. PULIYOOR T. P. VELAYUDHAN PILI.AI : In Central and Northern 
Travancore manure is absolutely neoessary and without the application 
of sufficient manure there will not be anything of tapioca. 

MR. K. S. SABASTIAN : I come from a taluk where there is plenty 
of tapioca. If tapiooa can bo planted on virgin soil there is no necessity 
for manure. For the first crop we do not require manure. For the 
second crop if yon do not apply manure, the crop will fail. So also the 
third crop and the fourth crop. The fertility of the lands that are being 
cultivated with tapioca will easily vanish. Most people are unwilling to 
lease out lauds for tapioca cultivation. The secret of the matter is 
this. Tapioca will absorb all the manure in tlio land even at the first 
crop so that if you do not manure the laud for the next crop it will 
fail miserably. Of the cost of production, a major part goes for the 
procurement of manures and for labour charges which have gone up 
five times more than before. Without controlling tiro prices of other 
consumers' goods the price of tapioca alone should not be controlled. 
Such piece meal control will not keep the trade in equilibrium, j have 
no’objection for controlling the price of tapioca if Government is going 
to control the price of manure, of agricultural implements, and the 
rates of labour charges. 

PRESIDENT: Honourable members will realise that the problem is 
very similar throughout the whole of India and as a matter of fact, 
considerable argument was advanced for the purpose of introducing 
price control of all articles throughout India. The fact remains that 
there is control practically of every important article. In fact, it is 
not possible for the Government of India or for the Government of 
England to control the price of all consumers’ goods. Control of price 
of some articles has been established. 

Mr. K. S. SABASTIAN : I have myself made certain calculations 
and arrived at certain figures. If we are to enforce the price control 
order with regard to tapiooa, then an agriculturist will have to lose 
about Es. 120 per aore if he takes it into his head to cultivate his land 
with tapioca. 

MR. KOTTAUL P. ABRAHAM : May I know what according to the 
member would be a reasonable price for tapioca i* 

Mr.K. S, SABASTIAN : The reasonable'price is not to be decided 
by me. 

According to my calculation, the average yield per acre will fetch 
an income of about Es. 168 and the coat of production for the area 
will come to about Es. 295. I have made this calculation with, refer¬ 
ence to the conditions obtaining in my taluk. I do not know' what are 
the conditions obtaining elsewhere. 
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IWr.N, NARAYANA KURUP: May I have the details of the expen¬ 
diture ? 

MR. K. S. SABASTIAN : I have got a statement prepared. If 
necessary I will read it out. I have prepared this statement not in 
consultation with that sort of experts from Nedumangad who have 
given their advice to Government. "*§0 colaio ol @

total cost will be Rs. 395 and odd. For 3£ candies of the crop from an 
acre, the price we get is Rs. 168. 80 the difference is Rs. 126. That 

is the loss that the cultivator will have to incur for taking to this sort 
of tapioca cultivation. 

Mr. N. NARAYANA KURUP : May 1 know whether the coolies referred 
to by the honourable member are expected to work 2 hours a day or 8 
hours a day V 

Mr. K. S. SABASTIAN : Coolies are working in different places for 
different periods. 

MR. M. SIVATHANU P1LLAI: How do the Ghanganaeherry coolies 
work ? 


MR. K. S. SABASTIAN : Some work ( for two hours and others for 

eightlrours. 

Bo my point is that the Government should be pleased to recon¬ 
sider tho malter in the light of the hardships that have to be faced by 
the agriculturists if tho tapioca price control measure is enforced 
strictly. 1 have, no objection in regard to the control of export of 
tapioca outside the Slate.. I am of the view that no tapioca 3honld be 
exported outside tho Statu, uven to Cochin. But we must allow free 
circulation of this commodity within this State. Why should we insist 
on licence nr permit? If there is no control there will he an incentive 
to the producer to produce more tapioca. Now the Tapioca Control 
Order has created a sort of panic in the minds of the agriculturists. 

Mr. KANNANTHOOATHU JANARDHANAN NAIR : May I know from the 
member whether ho realises the result of free trade in Bengal? 
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Mr. K. S. SABASTIAN : Conditions in Travancore are not like the 
conditions prevailing in Bengal. The trouble in Bengal may not have 
risen due to free wade alone. 

So, my submission is that Government ought to control the price 
of every other article before they introduce the control on the price of 
tapioca, or any other agricultural produce. It will only be a suicidal 
step if we'are going to introduce piece-meal control. We have to take 
into consideration the psychological aspect of the matter. The man 
who produces tapioca today will no longer try to cultivate his land with 
tapioca if the Government were to insist on this control order. He 
will convert his land for the cultivation of money crops like ginger, 
lemon grass, etc. At this critical juncture, when we are experiencing 
very great difficulties in the food situation, it is the duty of the Gov¬ 
ernment to encourage every individual to cultivate as much tapioca as 
possible. 

PRESIDENT : Many honourable members have expressed then- 
desire to participate in the debate, and under the rales, 15 minutes 
will be the proper time allotted to the mover of the m jtion. So I will 
ask the honourable member to curtail his remarks. 

Mb. K. S. SABASTIAN : I will finish within two minutes. Sir. We 
have already experienced the difficulties of the people in tiro matter of 
paddy control. But the hardships occasioned by the paddy control 
measures are not so widely felt as the hardships due to the tapioca 
control order. Paddy is grown only in certain well-defined ureas, and 
there is no great risk of paddy lands being converted for raisiug money 
crops. On the contrary, lapioca is grown in almost all kinds of lands 
and there is the greater risk of these lands being easily converted for 
raising money crops. So I request the Government to reconsider the 
matter in the light of these humble observations of mine- 

PRESIDENT : I will now ask the Director of Agriculture to give 
U8 some figures having regard to the figures that have already been 
given to the House by the honourable member. Those figures were 
given with reference to a particular area. But the Director of Agri¬ 
culture will give the figures from tho point of viow of the' State as a 

MR.K, SUBRAMONIA PILLAI (Director of Agriculture ): Sir, during the 
pre-war days the average cost of cultivating an acre of land with tapioca 
Was Bs. 20, aud during the present, time it ranges between Bs. 50 
and Bs. 60. For tho first operation which consists of digging 
up the land, it will require 15 men to be paid at the rate of Be. 1 per 
diem. The second operation, that is the earthing up, will cost about 
Bs. 7. In some places there is yet another earthing up which will 
again cost Bs. 7. Bo in all it will cost about Bs. 29. The Cost of 
manure will come to about Bs. 15. The cost of setts and planting is 
Bs. 6. So the total cost will bo about Bs. 50 to 60 at this moment. 
There are two varieties of tapioca, one the sweet and the other bitter. 
The sweet is a low yield and the bitter a high yielder. The average 
yield of the two varieties is about 2 to 3 tons of raw tubers per acre. 
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My information is that this will fetch about Ks. 200. Deducting the 
cost for cultivation, that is about Bs. 60, there i3 a net income of 
B.S. 160 per acre. 

RAJYASEVAN1RATHA S. CHATTANATHA KARAYALAR : Sir, 1 wish to 
make a few observations on the motion before the House, as it relates- 
to the most important problem confronting the State w*., supply of food 
to the State. 

PRESIDENT : The honourabio member will kindly rarse hia voice. 

RAJYASEVANIRATHA S. CHATTANATHA KARAYALAR: The problem 
has assumed great dimensions since the outbreak of the war, as we 
depended on the import of rice to a very large extent from outside. Thr: 
House is aware that Travanoore produces only about 40 per cent of her 
total requirements. The magnitude uf the problem can be gauged by 
the very statement of this proposition: I ask plainly whether there is 
any other State, Government or Provincial Government which has 
been confronted with such a problem as that of Travancore State. 
We have bad tu carry on with not more than 40 per cent, of our 
requirements. I dare say that, in the whole of India, this is the only 
State which has to tackle the problem under a situation of this 
character. I am pointing out this fact for the purpose of drawing atten¬ 
tion to the seriousness of the matter and claiming that this is a 
matter in which not only the Travancore Government should be con¬ 
cerned, not only the people of Travancore should be interested but all 
Provincial Governments, all State Governments and the Government 
of India should take a live interest in the interest of the whole country 
I say this because, we have been doing our best not only in several 
matters affecting the welfare of India but we have been playing 
our part in matters affecting the peace and tranquillity of India, and 
also the defence of India no less than any other "State or Provincial 
Government. As a matter of fact, our contribution to the fighting 
forces is greater than that of any other State or Provincial Govern¬ 
ment. While this is a matter on which we are congratulated by all 
Provincial Governments and the Government of India, I ask whether 
it is not their duty I would say it is a primary obligation, to come to 
our relief in the matter of food supply. In the view 1 have expressed, 
it is not a problem affecting Travancore as such. It is a problem 
affecting the whole of India. What! want to emphasise is that there 
should be no distinction between Province and Province, between State 
and State and that India, as a whole, should be treated as a single 
unit for purposes of food procurement and distribution. That is the 
point of view which I want to urge upon the Government of India ■ 
who have got to exercise complete control over the situation. It is a 
single problem which cannot be divided. It should be treated as a 
single problem applicable to all the States and Provincial Governments. 
Man and man should be treated alike all over India, during this great 
crisis. That is tbe point, I hope, which has been urged on the Gov¬ 
ernment of India by our Government and I endorse that point of view 
with all the strength I can command. It seems tg me that* that is the 

yoi, *xiu-Ko, a. 
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only way in which, the acute problem o£ food supply in Travancore 
could bn faced at the present moment. As I said, it is not a problem 
for Travancore alone. It is from that point of view I would urge the 
Government of India to tackle it vigorously and satisfactorily. 

Situated as Travancore is our source of supply is the Government 
of India in the immediate .future. Naturally, therefore, we would ask 
the Government of India to be more generous. It is true that they 
have been pleased tj make allotments of foodstuffs to.a certain extent. 

I understand that the allotment made for us by the Government of 
India for the next 12 months comes to about 1,50,000 tons of food- 
grains. Our net deficit for the period would be in the neighbourhood 
of about 180 to 190 thousand tons. In other words, roughly the 
deficit, would be about 40 per cent, of the total requirements. That is 
the situation which we have to face. I ask whether there is any other 
Provincial or State Government which has to face such a grave situa¬ 
tion. It is, therefore, the elementary duty of the Government of India 
to come to our rescue and afford us more generous relief so. as to 
allow us to bridge the gulf. I would put the position this way. I 
would ask them to divert this 180 to 190 thousand tons more for our 
use out of the total stock available in India. The diversion of this 
quantity from India will not affect tho dietary equilibrium of India 
but it will mean everything for us. We are trying to conserve, and 
utcilise our food supply to the maximum extent possible and we are 
prepared to do everything ihat is possible to minimise the extent of 
trouble that has overtaken us. Wo have-adopted rationing of loud in 
urban centres and we shall lie having universal rationing throughout 
the State within a few days. We say that the Government of India 
should recogniso tho .immensity of the problem and should at an early 
date, resort to thasteps wo have taken to tide over the difficulty. The 
Government of India should unhesitatingly embark on a policy of 
universal rationing. The problem is a stupendous one but the gravity 
of the situation calls for supreme effort on their part and they should 
not hesitate to adopt it, Wc on our yurt arc prepared to co-operate 
With the Government of India to the fullest extent possible. 

So far as the problem of augmentation of food supply in Travan¬ 
core is concerned, it has to be approached from the point of wew of, 
long-term, policy, A long-term policy, of course, as has been explained 
by the Dcwan-Prcsideut, Would involve tile bringing under cultivation 
of a vast extent of land. Tho problem of reclaiming a vast extent of 
Ilayal areas is engaging the attention of Government. But that is a 
problem which will take some time, 7 or 8 or 10 years to develop and 
mature. Therefore that cannot lie of any avail to us now.. At prosent 
all that we can do is to lookup to the Government of India. Of: 
course, they-are generous enough to give us supplies. We now want 
those supplies to reach us as quickly as possible. Iteally speaking, we 
have been getting supplies of foodgraius from such distant places as 
Baluchistan, Kashmir, Sind. etc.,, and even from the far-off Persian 
jpiilfi The transport problem is on® of immense magnitude, ., 
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Inter-connected with the problem of supply la the .problem of 
transport and, therefore, it stands to reason at this time of immense 
difficulty in the matter "of transport, the difficulty inherent in the 
problem has to be minimised to the extent possible. I would, there- 
fore, suggest that whatever supplies we get from the Government of 
India, they should be made available to us in such a manner that the 
guestion of transport plays au insignificant part. The advantage will 
accrue not only to us but also to the Government of India and also to 
those places which are concerned in the question of supply, 

We are being supplied with rice, bajra, wheat and along with 
the supply we get some millet3 and maize.- We have necessarily to 
aecept such supplies .as long as they are made available to us. That 
is our present plight. The question arises as to how far we can carry 
on with the supply of millets, maize and‘other things. We Trnvan- 
coreans have been for long accustomed to eat rice and rice alone. 
Substitution of maize and millets, hajra and barley has raised a very 
serious problem, "namely, gastronomic disturbances which are some¬ 
times more serious than political disturbances. We want the 
Government of India to note the recommendation of the Gregory 
Committee which went into th e question very carefully and implement 
it in the ease of Travancore. 

PRESIDENT : Now that the honourable member has raised that 
point, it may be of interest to him and to my other honourable collea¬ 
gues of this "House to read what a telegram I have just now received 
says - 

“ Thin Guvormneut »<l(Iressing the Government of India requesting them, as far as 
[insHihlo to substitute ride for other millets. Wo would give op the allocations 
of millet* that ora Mur sent firnn elsewhere”. 

In answer to this portion of the letter it asks— 

'• How much of millets quota received from Punjab and HyTlerabad are you willing 
to aurreudor in favour of other arena - replace™ ent oou id not be guaranteed but 
may bo made if possible”. , 

RAJYASEVANIRATHA S. CHATTANATHA KARAYALAR : We are really 
grateful for small mercies. As I said, wo can only make our represent¬ 
ations to the Government of India and ask them to realise the gravity 
of the situation aud the possible repercussions thereof outside the 
State. All that I wish to say is, the Government of India should 
recognise the conditions obtaining here and see whether they could not 
make suitable adjustments in order to satisfy our requirements. 

One oth or point, and I have done. Whatever supplies the Govern¬ 
ment” of India arc prepared to mako to us, they must make them 
available as quickly as possible. Closely allied to it is the problem'of 
transport. In order to obviate difficulties which we'are‘labouring 
under I would suggest that the. supplies be made available to us from 
the neighbouring province. I believe that this aspeot of the matter has 
been sufficiently adverted to by our Dewan at the Food Conference at 
Delhi and I would not dilate-upon it now. 
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Once again, I wish to say, that the Government of India have been 
trying to solve onr food problem. In the attainment of that, there are 
risks to be faced both internally and externally. The people of Tra- 
vancore have been doing thsir best. They have willingly come for¬ 
ward to adjnst themselves to universal rationing. In other words, they 
ara preoared to cut down their basic requirements to minimum. There 
is no distinction between official and non-official in our country in the 
matter of supplies. These are things we are capable of doing and are 
doing. We earnestly hone that the Government of India would 
respond to our gesture end see the problem which we have to face mail 
its lurid aspects and grant us the maximum relief in the shortest time 
possible. 

Mr. 8. KRISHNA AlYAR : Sir, on the 7th of Karkadakom last during 
the budget session, T started to speak on the subject under discussion, 
when the President’s Bell rang and I could not go any further. I then 
pointed out that this is an All-India problem and that the provinces 
are not to be left alone to tackle it. I started to point out also that 
the Central Government was responsible for the shortage of food in 
India. I hold the view that India would have been self-sufficient, but • 
for the military services, of the presence of a large number of foreign 
soldiers,American, African, Chinese, a, large number of camp followers, 
a laege number of prisoners of wav, a large number of auxiliary reserves, 
all of whom have to be not only well-fed but over-fed,and that, that 
was the real reason for the great shortage of foodstuffs in India. The 
Central Government ought to have realised their responsibility and 
not have allowed the provinces to wrangle over the question. Native 
States like Travancore are regarded as beggars at, the door-step wait¬ 
ing for a dole. We cannot afford to pick holes at any act of, much less a 
quarrel with the Central Government. But the Central Government have 
got a very heavy responsibility, along with their rights. The responsi¬ 
bilities of .the paramount power are not limited to protection from foreign 
aggression ; their responsibilities co-exist with their rights to see that ths 
people of the country do not starve, it is not merely to protect us against 
the possibility of death from gun-shots, or bombs but protection againBt 
desth by want of food. If pressed home, I am sure the Central Govern¬ 
ment would accept these responsibilities and act upon them. But what 
do we find now ? In spite of all the efforts of the Central Government 
and the Provinces and the States, onr curtain food shortage is about 
450 thousand tons and the probable shortage about 350 thousand tons. 
Sir, Yon told us yesterday that this food was to come to us from places 
like the Punjab, Baluchistan, Bhawalpur and States as far away as 
.Kashmir etc. It then suggested itself to me that it was like the case 
of Tantalus in the Greek story who was to starve in the midst of 
bounty. Various fruits were dangling from branches ovor his head, 
but when ha raised his head to pluck them the wind blew them away 
from his grip. When he stoops to drink water when he is thirsty, the 
water recedes and he is left to lick up unsavoury dust. That seems to 
be our position now, We are promised tons and tons of wheat and 



bth«D grains but get little- In some oases we get grabs we cannot 
think ol eating. Some of the gram-flour that we received were 
beyond consumption. I got about a dozen bags which‘ultimately 
served the cattle. In these circumstances, our only alternative is to 
fall back upon our tapioca. The more tapioca we raise, the less of 
starvation. Our idea should be— and everybody is bound to work to¬ 
wards that end to produce as much of tapioca as possible: and 
still to produoe more and more and I would suggest that less 
and less control should be exercised, I am putting it forward 
purely from the economic standpoint. I do not pretend to know the 
difficulties of administration, hut I am speaking purely from the econo* 
mic standpoint. I think that prohibition of export that exists at 
present will suffice, When the slightest amount of control is sought 
to be exercised, it oreates a sort of anxiety and fear and panic in the 
minds of the people. This is not a thing, the production of which can 
be controlled. In fact there is no limit to the possible production of 
tapioca by extensive and intensive cultivation. I tried to cultivate a 
few acres, t manured a few fields. I left others unmanured. I found 
that the manured area gave 28 pounds to the root. It does not com¬ 
pare with the 80 pounds or the 105 pounds plants seen at the exhibi¬ 
tions. But with proper and fair manuring, it is not difficult to produce 
from one root about 25 pounds of tubers. There are limitless possibili¬ 
ties of growing tapioca in Travancore ; it can be grown in all sorts of 
'ands. The one thing that is required is more and more manure. 
Very little attention is needed. If Travancore is starving today, it is 
our own fault. Every one of us must strive to produce more and move 
and to encourage people to produce more and more tapioca. It may be 
said that tapioca contains only starch and that there are not much of 
nutritious elements in it. Apply manure, and manure of the proper 
type, it will beget more nutritive elements' With scientific manuring, 
even the biological character can be changed. 

Coming to the question in hand, I may submit that to a very great 
extent, I am in favour of the motion. In the first place, it is impossi¬ 
ble to control either the production or the distribution or the consum¬ 
ption of tapioca, There might he circulars and notifications on paper 
but in point of fact, they will be of no use and will not be obeyed by 
the ordinary consumer. There will he move of breach and less of 
observance. Why cumber the statute hook with rules that cannot 
be enforced ? Let us therefore have none of it. 

Yesterday the Chair referred to certain nefarious practices on the 
part of some people in converting tapioca into pearls and smuggling it 
outside. I was afraid of more rigid rules and notifications to follow, 
and that fur the 1 per cent, of the dishonest the honest 99 per cent, might 
have to suffer. I appeal to Government that all aspects maybe taken 
into consideration before drastic maasnres.are taken. After all it is not 
the small holder who is going to increase production in any considerable 
degree- it is the large-scale producer who will be able to do it' 
Encourage him and he will grow more and more. Let him get better 
prices. That will bring about competition and more production and 
the moru the supply, the lower the price. Demand and supply 
will adjust prices, without control and attendant difficulties. 
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SADASYATILAKA T. K. VELU PILLAI: I support the motion for the 
adjournment of the House to discuss a matter which is one of the most 
‘ important which 'every legislature might have had to discuss. The 
situation is grave and it calls for immediate, efficient measures to 
5 implement the work that the Government have been, doing for these 
■ many months. Before I speak on this motion, making my remarks 
on the relevant subject, permit me, Sir, to make an observation upon 
what fell from Mr. S. Krishna Aiysr. I am one who thinks strongly 
and thinks definitely that in wartime wo have to feed soldiers. With¬ 
out soldiers being ready .to protect us, there will be no.debate in any 
legislature, and therefore, .Sir, I cm definitely of opinion that the 
right food must be given to soldiers and sailors. And jf the Govern¬ 
ment of India do that, they deserve heartiest congratulations from all 
the civilised world. But that’ does not mean that other people should 
suffer from starvation. For sometime past the well-known recognised 
policy of tiie Government of India has been to help people out of 
, starvation. "Whether they have succeeded, whether they have been 
ablo to give us more, are different questions. Let ns recognise what 
".has been done. 

MR. K. KUNJU PANICKER : When foreign soldiers are brought into 
• India, is it. not the duty of the British Government to bring in food 
materials also from outside? 

SADASYATILAKA T. K. VELU PILLAI: The question has to be 

answered by the Oonamander-in-Chief, and not by u member of this 
House. But if the member wants it for purposes of informa f ion, if 
when we bring soldiers into the country, if it is necessary, we must 
feed them also. That is the glory of Indian tradition. But I cannot 
side-track. 

I have got to develop certain aapeots. As a senior member of 
the House, let me crave your permission to say a few words in support 
of the motion, detailing certain circumstances which I hope will be 
useful. The question now centres round the tapioca plant. No herb 
no tree, no animal has obtained so much of celebrity as tapioca. Till 
about two years ago, all sensible people in authority including the 
Government looked down upon it. 

AIR. M. SIVATHANU PILLAI: Hear, hoar. 

SADASYATILAKA T. K. VELU PILLAI: I had occasion to use it 
when T was young, not because I was poorer than anybody else but 
because it was a good thing to.eat. I have eaten tapioca when I was 
young. I have eaten tapioca all this time. Even now, occasionally I 
eat tapioca, not under compulsion, but because of the pleasure. So I 
am in a very good position to talk authoritatively on the subject. 
About 25 or 30 years ago when the Agricultural Department was 
newly formed, a succession of agricultural officers oven advised people 
not to cultivate tapioca because it would eat away the fertility of the 
soil. I am very glad that the Director of Agriculture has now come 
forward to induce the people to cultivate tapioca. All glory and a]) 
honour to the Maharaja who introduced tapiocq into the State. 
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PRESIDENT : The glory is deserving arid welcome, But the 
position is this. Let it be clearly understood that when the Director- 
General of Medical Services recently visited the State, while he 
fully realised the necessity to which Travancore was reduced and 
the indispensability of tapioca, he was [very anxious indeed that 
every step should be taken to secure some supplement to tapioca so 
that the stamina of the people might be preserved. He suggested the 
addition of fish to tapioca on a much larger scale. That is the pro¬ 
position to which Government are committed. All that I am anxious 
at this stage of the debate and what I wish to emphasise is that, 
however much we are all obliged to start the growth and the contin¬ 
uous growth of tapioca, we cannot possibly rest content with merely 
looking forward to the augmentation of the tapioca supply in Travan¬ 
core. We must, at any cost, emphasise to the Government of India 
and to everybody else that we cannot possibly, with a view to the 
vitality of the next generation, rest content without supplementing 
other foodstuffs whioh will satisfy the food requirements of the 
country. 

SADASYATILAKA T. K- VELU PILIAI : lam very thankful to the 
Chair for the lucid explanation. I am in entire agreement with it, 
As a temporary measure and because we cannot get anything to feed- 
upon, in order to keep the stamina let us have fish also. Tuat is all 
what I want to say in this connection. Whether we have got tapioca 
or anything else as substitute, we all require rice, not because rice is 
the best thing to eat, but because we arc accustomed to it. In other 
parts of India rice is eaten and so we also cat it. What I wish to say 
is that there is a difference between Travancore and Cochin on the one 
side and other districts in India on the other, so far as this question is 
concerned. In- other parts of India there are wheat, bajra, millets 
and various other things. In other places you find cows and buffaloes 
yielding large quantities of milk. Our cows iare very poor milkers. 

I remember the President describing our cows as over-grown cats. 
That m a happy description. In other places there is a large quantity 
of milk available from cows. 

PRESIDENT: What I have told is that a she-cat gives a little 
more milk than our cows, (laughter.) 

SADASYATILAKA T. K. VELU PILLAl : Here the yield of our cows is 
very small in spite ol the great ei'lurts and sacrifices of the various 
departments to improve the quality of our cows. Here we have no 
butter, no wheat and no bajra. The average Iravancorenu is a 
foreigner to ghee. Ido that, we must give the people Ihe food that 'j 
they -want to cat, which they cat, the food which is palatable to them. 
The tiiuo is coma when wc have to approach the Government of India “ 
and it is about that I wish to sav. We have got the full right to ask"J 
the Government of India to help us and the Government of India is 
under a perpetual obligation bound to help Us. I have found a diffi- 
oulty the like of which I have never felt in the whole of my life in ‘ 
(jading out the reasons yyhioh stand in the woy of toe Government of 
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India helping us. I am able to present my idea in a better form 
after reading the speech to which you called our attentiou yesterday. 
The proper thing for me will be to read certain extracts from that 
speech rather than make experiments in a literary stylo. May I Sir, 
with your permission, read two. or three extracts from the speech you 
delivered at the .Food Conference at Delhi? X am not able to present 
these things in a better form. I wish the Deputy President had occu¬ 
pied the Chair now. 

The Dewau, in his speech at the All-India Food Conference held 
at Delhi on the 13H> October 3D13 analysed the position thus : 

“Today Cl'i'liii) h»n lo live on i ouuous per day (uni Tnivenourn on 5 
uunuus im .l»y, iC you do nut ineliule bajra, gram flour ami wliuat.

You, Sir, have told us to advise t.ho people to use bajra. But at 
the same time try to got more rice, I shall refer to another passage 
in the next page.

I was immensely pleased to listen to that extract from tile speech 
which you were so good enough to read. A.sa lawyer 1 do uot attach 
any value to such words, so far as the law allows, as. “may be deem¬ 
ed,’’ “if it is possible’’, etc. Bu„ X certainly commend the way in 
which the Government wore.pleased to consider our claims. Have we 
been sitting idle? We have not been idling lour time. Here is 
another short extract to which X wish to refer : 

“We planted rubber, toa, coffee, pnppe!, ginger, ooonauaLs and die rtiult is 

Xu die ; wo are producing two-thirds of the uoooanut oil produoed in 
India; wears producing about two-thirds of the ooir thut is produced in 
ludia ; wo are producing a very large proportion of all popper, ( ginger 
and oopra that India can produce.’’ 

We have sent a large number of men to the front and to Assam as 
coolies, for winning the battle, for being useful to the war and thug 
for being useful to the whole of India. When that is the condition, 
when the whole area could be ploughed and brought under cultivation 
and rich harvest reaped, when we could have made ourselves self- 
Buppomng in the matter of paddy, the Travancore Government 
encouraged the cultivation of rubber, tea, cardamon and pepper which 
are of international importance during these days of war. Travancore 
did not want to adopt a dog-in-the-manger policy. We produce certain 
things. We used to get the rice from Burma or other plaoas in India. 
We have done what possibly we could do. Therefore, the Government 
of India, the arbitrator of the destiny of the whole land, ought to step 
forward and boldly say to the Provinces, which stand for the so-called 
(provincial autonomy, that they propose to help that part ot India which 
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requires help. We ate all happy to hear that you got a hearty encour¬ 
agement from His Excellency the Crown Representative. It was very 
kind of His Excellency to listen to your arguments, to be convinced hy 
the truth and the force of what you stated and he has made up his 
mind to help ns. Whan a soldier comes to a definite conclusion, it 
means that the thing is done. May I, in my capacity and also on 
behalf of other friends, request you to convey to His Excellency ihe 
Crown Representative our heartfelt thanks for the great benefit he has 
conferred upon us, and for the very kind promise and for the deter¬ 
mination to implement, those promises. I shall be failing in my duty 
if I do not pay a tribute to the work that you have dune to this 
country, 

I wish to point out one more thing with regard to rice. r Ihe lands 
which are now under Tea and Rubber have been so utilised not because 
there was difficulty in paddy cultivation. Looking into our past his- 
tory we will find that whenever the people in the neighbouring dis¬ 
tricts of Tinnevelly and Madura were suffering from drought and 
starvation, Travancore opened her doors, Travanc-ore allowed them to 
come in and feed upon her generosity. They gave water from the 
Periyar even when it was understood that l’ravancore would suffer on 
that account. Travancore, in order to help her neighbours, in order to 
show humane kindness, has helped her neighbours. We gave our 
waters in the Periyar and because the water is given a very large area 
is left without being useful to the people of this State. Is it this 
Travancore that has .made such sacrifices, who helped her neighbour in 
days of trouble, that is denied help in these days of scarcity of food? 
The Statu has done more and for a long time people in upper India 
ruay not be able to realise the significance of what we have done 
When they were in need, we in South India helped them. I do not 
want to take up more time of the House because this being ao import¬ 
ant subject other honourable members may desire to talk on it. 

We expect the British Government to be true to their traditions of 
liberality, justice and truth, true to the traditions of the policy which 
keeps ihe large Empire, will come to the rescue and help Travancore 
Government to get sufficient food. Without taking more time of the 
House, may I once more request you, Sir, to place ouroase which you 
have been so doing with your characteristic ability and force and to 
point out the difficulties of Travancore and get their support ? There 
is no so-called idea of Provincial Autonomy in economic matters. The 
Provinces exist because of the all-powerful influence of the Central 
Government. So at this juncture let them make up their mind and 
tell the Province? that they will help us. 

Mr. J. W TOLSON (The Travancore Planters): Sir, with your 
permission, I desire to place before the House certain facts. 1 would 
like to express on behalf of the planting community our thanks for 
the sympathy and the kindness we have received from the He wan 
and the Government of Travancore. 

PRESIDEMT : The honourable member will kindly speak up. 

Vol.XXHI. No. 2. 
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Mr. J. W. TOLSON : Travancore has 104,000 acres of rubber and 
78,000 acres of tea. When Malaya and Burma were lost, America 
and Great Britain became very much agitated with regard to the sup¬ 
plies of rubber. A commission was therefore appointed and sent out. 
This commission reported on the situation and, as a result, the Rubber 
Production Board was formed. The Government of India realised 
that there might be difficulties in the matter of food for rubber and tea 
estates and in September and October 1942 the question came up for 
consideration ; and by correspondence with the Government of India 
and the present Commissioner of the Rubber Production Board, it was 
agreed that the labour force on an estate should be taken as follows:— 
For rubber, there should be two coolies for five acres and for tea there 
should be three coolies for 2 acres and on that figure a population of 
roughly a lakh and a half was counted. A ration of 1 lb. a day was 
then considered and a total of 2,145 tons was arrived at. This tonnage 
was ordered by the Central Government to be supplied to the industry 
in November last from Madras— i. e., 2,145 tons —and the industry of 
rubber and tea then came under as near as possible a ration. For 
November, December, January and February, the allotment was re¬ 
ceived and was distributed by the Association of Planters of Travan¬ 
core. Then, in March, suddenly the allotment was altered by the 
Government of India. It was reduced to 2,000 tons and the rubber 
area in the State of Cochin was added. Now, for May, June and July, 
the Planting industries had no ration whatsoever and I believe it is no 
secret, and that I may inform the honourable House that if the Plant¬ 
ing industry had not been able to buy elsewhere, the K. D. H P. 
Company, the largest company in Travancore, a company which 
employs 45,000 labourers, would have cloBed on July 17. 1 know that 
wa as an industry have been accused of exaggerating our case, but if 
we had not been able to ohain foodstuffs from other quarters, a huge 
company like the K. D. H. P, company would have closed down in 
July 1943. 

MR. PUUYOOR T. P. VELAYUDHAN PILLAI: In 1944 ? 

MR. J. W. TOLSON: 1943. After July, on instructions from 
the Central Government, Travancore was to allow us 1,000 tons 
for the 4 months August, September, October and November. Out 
of the total we were due to receive for the 12 months, via., in the 
region of 25,000 tons actually we have received only 17,000 tons. It will 
be seen that although a ration was granted, the industry did not receive 
anything like ihe tonnage of the ration that was promised. For 
December we had nothing. At the request of the Government of India 
the Travancore Government kindly agreed to supply on a replacement 
basis for January and February 4,500 tons, bnt again, Cochin Tea and 
Rubber has been added and further reserve for rubber has to be set 
aside, so that, speaking on behalf of the Tea planters of Travancore, 
We are getting a very muoh smaller ration. We have considered this 
question very thoroughly and we have just asked for a larger allot¬ 
ment. 
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Incidentally, it appears to me that there has been a very great 
misunderstanding on the point of the ration allowed to the Planting 
industry- The original ration was allowed for workers. I emphasise 
that word “workers.” You will all admit that a worker has children; 
further there may be old women and old men attached to the family. 
They cannot be sent away. Then agaiD, we must remember that in 
all large companies there is a recognised duty on the part of those 
companies to their permanent staff. They may be in the office ; they 
may be mechanical or electrical engineers. You have also the medical 
staff. You must feed those people. Hospitals must be maintained, 
patients must be fed and most of these companies allow the feeding of 
children under their care. This means very many additional mouths 
to be fed. It is for this reason that we have approached the Govern¬ 
ment for a larger allotruen'}. In the past these extra mouths could 
obtain their supplies; they could bring up food from the plains, but, 
today foodgrains cannot be moved. I plead now on behalf of the Tea 
Estates. They are mostly in hilly districts such as the High Range 
Peermade and South Travancore. Wehave tried to grow more food and 
vegetables,but with damage by wild animals and a rainfall of 240 inches, 
there is not much which you can grow with success. These Tea 
Estates lie near the boundary of Travancore and we used to have very 
large supplies coming across the British Indian frontier into cur 
markets. Today those supplies are cut off. Here, in Trivandrum 
you may get other things, but there you cannot buy jack fiuit ; you 
cannot buy fish in any of those places, the cost of transport to I)evi- 
colam and other districts being very expensive. 

I would also like to refer to another difficulty. The allotment 
has been made after the month had begun. Now, anyone with 
experience knows that it is impossible to deliver, or rather we will say, 
to buy in the Punjab, to obtain shipment, to distribute to the States 
in the Planting districts under 2 or 3 months. I would like, Sir, if I 
.may, to ask on behalf of the Planting industry your help so that we 
cun have the questions of food supplies to the Planting districts settled 
‘for at least a six month period, because we are faced with large reduc¬ 
tions of labour and curtailment in the production of crops. 

PRESIDENT : Order, Order. Mr. Tolaon might be interested to 
know what has actually happened in this matter. When the Govern¬ 
ment of India mooted the subject, this Government said, as indeed I 
have mentioned to Mr. Tolson and to Mr. Francis and other persons 
interested, that we are prepared to adopt ary one of the two 
alternatives. We shall take the planting districts as part of the 
whole of the Travancore supply. In other words, this Government 
said that we shall make ourselves responsible for the supply to the 
'Rubber Estates and Tea Estates and that such supplies would 
naturally include supplies not only to the labourers but to their de- 
pendants, to the medical staff and to everybody else. In other words 
this Government would undertake the responsibility of supplying 
that area as they have endeavoured to discharge the responsibility to 
the other parts of Travancore. In the alternative, it was put to the 
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Government of India that if they decide to supply to the estates 
separately, then the long range plan for such supplies should be 
embarked on jnst as we insisted last year that a long range policy 
should be adopted in Travancore. 

But, owing to circumstances which it is not necessary to indicate 
on the floor of the House just now, the first recommendation came 
when the Government of India was sending food-stuffs only to rubber 
estates. Then it was pointed out that there were also tea estates in the 
State of Travancore and they also have to be considered and that all 
the estates have to be considered as a single entity. Thereupon they 
have made further allocation to the estates but that allocation, the 
method of distribution, the period of distribution, and the spacing out 
of the distribution have all been kept by the Government of India in 
their own hands. So, although my moral support will be at 
the back of the tea estate and the rubber estate, at the present moment 
the actual distribution is in the hands of the Government of 
India and I cannot pledge myself to more than what may be called 
the moral side of the question. 

MR. J. W. TOLSON; Thank you. Sir, for the information, I am sure 
we should be grateful for anything you can do. 

PRESIDENT : We must automatically terminate the debate at

Mr.U. SIVATHANU PILLAI: Ever since Burma was conquered by 
the enemy, this Government thought it necessary to introduce control 
in the State of all the main foodgrains; and they introduced control 
measures regarding paddy and rice. lam one-of those who believe 
that there is absolutely ho need for control of any sort of foodstuff, 
but with due deference to the Wishes of the Government and in con¬ 
sonance with its orders, We heartily co-operated with Government and 
have taken up to control with pleasure and satisfaction. Now that 
the control order has become a general feature in British India almost 
Closely copying us, I ask the House whether it is not time for our 

yoi.xxm.Ho.. a- 
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Government to withdraw all this control, so'that the benefit we have 
already derived may he solely enjoyed by them in British India. I 
may tell the House frankly that I am sick of these control orders, 

PRESIDENT: Nobody is happy over''them.' 

MR. M. SIVATHANU PILLAI: Yon have, Sir, made ! ruany promises 
and some of those promises have also been fruitful. Yon have been 
profuse in your expectations, but yet, in spite of the so-called genero¬ 
sity on the part of the Central' Government,, we are yet to face a 
shortage of 150 thousand tons of rice. If that be the case, Sir,- I 
ask you in all seriousness and earnestness-why should you still be 
happy upon the Central Government’s promises? Sir, if you will 
please listen to my advice— (Laughter)— let us not any more rely upon 
the promises of the Central Government. Let ns depend on our 
own resources and try to alignment them. • Cannot the Central 
Government ask some of the Provincial Governments, to behave better 
and to behave neighbourly? Take, foy.,..instance, the case of our neigh¬ 
bouring province, Madras. What, has'the Central Government dono 
in the case of Madras when they have embarked on a policy of prohi¬ 
bition of necessary articles, and what has the Central Government 
done to this State in the matter of relieving it from this odious policy 
of prohibition. The result of all this is that we are in the midst of 
control of paddy and the Madras Government have also recently pro¬ 
hibited even the import of plough cattle into Travancore from their 
Presidency causing great handicap for ‘cultivating paddy. Yet, you 
asked me the other day that we should rely upon the Central Govern¬ 
ment who will not care to box the ears of the Madras Govornnu nt not 
to obstruct our paddy cultivation. You also told us yesterday that you 
will he dying the day after tomorrow from Trivandrum to Delhi to at¬ 
tend a very important conference there. Well, we have absolutely no 
objection to your going there, hut why should you still—with your 
experience of the Madras Government, and with your past experience 
with the Central Government —ask us to believe what those Govern¬ 
ments say? Just before, I -was told ... . 

PRESIDENT : No one generally rests content with a series of pro¬ 
mises some of which fructify and some of which do not. 

MR. M. SIVATHANU PILLAI: Yes, Sir. I consider if it is true for 
‘N’terms, it will necessarily be true for'N plus 1’ terms. We have 
been repeatedly disappointed with the promise made to” us, and I for 
one cau say that, I am not going to believe any more of those promises 
and may 1 not advise you to believe in the truth of the Binomial 
Theorem in mathematics. 

Next, I ask you what the result of these control orders haa been ? 
Even a paddy producer like myself has to get a ration card for- rice. 
In fact, the producers were much agitated whey they saw in the 
Government Gazette that each adult shall be given only five-ounces of 
rice, 2 1/2 ounces of wheat and one ounce of bajra. What is this for 
us, paddy producers? We have'been accustomed' to eat to our 
'noseful’ rice and rice alone as we call it in Tamil. 
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PRESIDENT: Honourable member must also remember other 
peoples noses (Laughter), 

MR. M. SIVATHANU PILLAI: When I have no ‘noseful’ will 
I ever care for others’ noses? People say that Sir. 0. P. Bamaswami 
Aiyar formally was a conservative of conservatives, then he was for 
some time a member of the Liberal federation and afterwards he be¬ 
came a nationalist serving the Indian National Congress as itsseore. 
tary with a good second in the person of Pandit Jawaharlal. Now, 
after having become a Dewan of a Native'State, he has becomes 
terrible and redoubtable Bolshevik •( Laughter .) And so the people 
say that in spite of all these changes in the career of our distinguished 
Bewail, —from conservative spirit right down to the Bolshevik spirit— 
i hey are in no way bettor in the matter of cur food supply. So it is 
clear that the Central Government is responsible for yonr change to 
Bolshevism yon give ns each only five ounces of rice. Are we still 
to place our confidence on the Central Government ? As ill-luck would 
have it, I was told this morning that our Government have received 
a communique from the CentraljGovernment to the effect that we are 
at liberty to forego our quota or bairn or wheat or millets, without the 
necessary guarantee of substitution of rice in equal quantity. If this 
is the case, why should you insist that we should count on the promises 
made by the Central Government ? I wonder how you do it, 

PRESIDENT : The honourable member will finish soon. 

MR. M. SIVATHANU PILLAI : Bice is our staple food and tapioca 
has been the common food of our poor people. You were condemn¬ 
ing the food value of tapioca on more than one platform some time 
before, Now, you have come to a position that it is necessary to in¬ 
troduce some kind of control for tapioca cultivation, sale and distri¬ 
bution. I have heard it said in many quarters that the price of tapioca 
as it is fixed at present is not at all fair. It is absolutely necessary 
that wo should keep the price at a reasonable level as the cost of 
cultivation has gone up. I was closely listening to the figures read 
out by the mover of the resolution that an acre of tapioca cultivation 
requires Bs. 2i)2. I am not convinced if it be so high. I believe 
that it is reasonable to fix the price as one and a half pounds for a 
chnckram which was more or less the unanimous conclusion 
arrived at by the members of the Food Control Committee in 
their last meeting. I may also suggest that there is no necessity 
to control tapioca m the sense that movement of tapioca can be 
freely effected from uno taluk to another aud from one division 
to another. The price of tapioca as is published is enough to meet 
the case. ( 1‘rcsideiU’s belt.)
